Official Report of the Speech of Pius 
\, on French Policy Is Called For. 
Loubet Won’t Call at The 
Vatican. 


( Paris, March 19.—The pope’s caustic 
pcriticism of French policy in the course 
hof his address to the cardinals yesterday 

receiving serious attention in high 
quarters, 

It has been regarded as sufficiently im- 
portant to call for an official report, 
which now is in the possession of the 
Buthorities, It was at first thought that 
the unofficial reports of the pope's utter- 
ances might be overstated, but the offi- 
‘lal version fully bears out the gravity 
, ©f his remarks. 

They related chiefly to past and pros- 
pective laws for the suppression of teach- 
ing by the religious orders. The pope 
wharacterized some of the steps as con- 
trary to liberty and civilization, and he 
gmlso criticised the arraignment of three 
‘French cardinals before the council of 
state for writing letters to President Lou- 
ee the proposed extension of the

The remarks of the pope give addi- 
‘Mfonal certainty that M. Loubet wil] not 
‘make a call at the vatican during his 
‘coming visit to Rome. The plans for the 
presidential trip are now made up. They 
‘include a military review in Rome, a 


. ¢ Naval review at Naples and a number of 


Hrilliant lesser functions, but there is no 
mention of the vatican. This is com- 
\pared with Emperor Williams’ conspicu- 
‘ous attentions to the vatican authorities 
during his visit to Rome and his showy 
‘ call on Pope Leo in May, 1903. 

A prominent personage says President

HOW CHICAGO'S CAPITALISTS 
ARE FIGHTING UNION LABOR 


A Talk with Secretary Job--How the Employers 
Combine and What They Have 
Done. 


HICAGO, February’ !8.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—Chicago is the 

great storm center of labor and 
capita] in the United States. Its record 
of strikes exceeds that af any other city. 
It has about 200,000 men in its trades 
unions and it has been and is now large- 
ly ruled by the man in the overalls. At 
the same time the capitalists are good 
fighters. They have studied trades un- 
ion methods and within the past few 
months have combined together in a 
great association to protect themselves. 
Nearly every business has its local or- 
ganization of employers, and these have 
affiliated with the great city association 
of employers, which is now opposing a 
solid front to most of the demands of 
organized labor. 

The Chicago Employers’ Assoctation 
represents a capital of thousands of mil- 
lions of dollars. It is backed by Mar- 
shall Field & Co., and the great depart- 
ment stored, by the millionaire pork 
packers and the steel r@2gnates, by the 
street railways and by about 2,000 other 
companies and individuals handling al- 
together a number of workmen far in 
excess of the army of the United States. 

This association is running its cam- 
paign in opposition to organized labor 
much on the sames lines as those which 
organized labor thas used to defeat:the 
individual] employer. It has brought a 
new feature into the labor question and 
one which promises to extend to every 
city of the United States. Similar asso- 
ciations are being organized in many 
places and they may in time form a part 
of a great national association embracing 
the whole country. 

Walking Delegate of the Million- 
aires’ Club. 

The Chicago Employers’ Association 
can command no end of money and it is 
ready to spend freely to protect the in- 
dividual workman or the fndlivdual em- 
ployer, supplying the latter with funds 
to reimburse him for losses in case of 
strikes and even carrying him finan- 
cially at the banks. It will protect him 
or the workman in the courts and bring 
the best legal talent in opposition to 
any fight with organized labor. 

The association has a secretary who 
is paid a salary bigger than that of a 
United States senator. He holds much 
the same position in regard to the asso- 
ciation as Samuel Gompers does to the 
American Federation of Labor or John 
Mitchel] to the United Mine Workers, 
and he has in fact been nicknamed the 
‘Walking Delegate of the Millionaires’ 
Club.’’ The real namg of this man fs 
Frederick W. Job, and his profession is 
that of a lawyer. He is an Illinois man 
and is a graduate gf Ann Arbor. He is, 
I judge, about forty years old, is 6 feet 
tall, and weighs 200 pounds. He is big 
headed and broad shouldered, having the 
muscles of an athlete and the jaw of a 
buli dog. He looks like a good fight- 
er and as far as I can learn is proving 
himself go. 


How Chicago Employers Combine. 

I met Mr. Job in his office in the Mar- 
quette building on Dearborn street and 
had a long chat with him about the Em- 
ployers’.Asseciation and the labor condi- 
tions here. In response to my questicns 
as to the association,'ihe said: 

“Weare a combination of employers’ 
unions rather than an association of in- 
@ividual employers without regard to our 
pueinesses. The association does not want 
individual employers as members, al- 
though there are cases in which such are 
taken in. It is rather an affiliation of the 
representatives of employers’ associa- 
tions. For instance, the laundry owners 
of Chicago have an organization, the 


|manufacturing confectioners have an or- 


ganization and the brass manufacturers 
and the picture frame makers have «ach 
an organization. It is so with nearly 
every branch of business. We ure mide 
up of all these organizations as such, 
and if an individual employer wants to 
join us we tell him to join the employers’ 
organization of his own business and to 
be represented through it.’’ 

“Then you are to the Employers’ As- 
sociation much what the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is to the different trades 
unions?” 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Job, “save that our field 
is confined to Chicago and its neighbor- 
hood, and also that we believe in the 
laws and in doing all we can to inf?rce 
them, and this the trades unions do nut.” 


Against the Unions. 

“Is your association avowedly upposed 
to all organized labor?’’ I asked. 

‘Ag such labor is now constituted and 
operated. I say most emphatically yes,’’ 
was the reply. ““We do not object to men 
combining or organizing to better their 
condition so long as they do not break 
the laws as regards the pwhblic, their em- 
ployers or their fellow-workmen, We in- 
sist that every man should have the right 
to work, that every employer shall have 
the right to employ whom he pleases.” 

“Do you aim to do anything as to fix- 
ing wages and prices?’ I asked. 

“Not at all,” replied the secretary. 
‘‘That is a matter for the employers and 
their men, or it may be for the associa- 
tions of the different brances of trade 
and the men. All that we want is the 
preservation of our principles as to the 
inforcement .of tha laws in the protection 
of the public, of the employer and his 
business and of the rights of the men to 
work whether they belong to a union or 
not. We don't care for more laws. We 
are satisfied with those already on the 
statute books. Wihat we want is to have 
the laws inforced,”’ 

The Open Shop. 

“What has been your chief fight, Mr. 
Job?” 

“We are fighting for several things,” 
was the reply. “In the first place, we 
want the open shop; second, we want no 
sympathetic strikes: third, no restriction 
of output or of personal industry, and 
fourth, the full inforcement of the pub- 
lic laws. I think we have gained our 
point as to sympathetic strikes and that 
we are in a fair way to make the open 
shop the rule in Chicago. if we have neat 
already done so. In ninety cases out of 
every hundred we have won. We are 
making it possible for the non-union man 
to work in Chicago ard possible for his 
employer to hire him without fear of be- 
ing boycotted or otherwise injured in his 
business.’’ 

“Do you admit members to your as- 
sociation who have the closed or union 
shops?’’ 

“No, we do not. We are ready, how- 
ever, to come to the support of such 
men if they have trouble with organized 
labor and want to reform and join us,” 

Trades Unionism in Chicago. 

“Give me some idea of the extent of 
the trades unions of Chicago?’ 

‘“‘We have several hundred unions,” re- 
plied Secretary Job, ‘‘but I believe that 
from 60 to 80 per cent of their members

Yoru involuntary ones. They have been 
forced or coaxed into the unions and are 
afraid to leave them, If IJ had the power 
of emancipation President Lincoln had 
when he freed the slaves, if I could sénd 
forth an edict which would enable the 
members of the trades unions of this 
country to desert the ranks of organized 
labor without fear of violence or ostra- 
cism, I firmly believe that four-fifths of 
the trade unionists would leave.’’ . 

“You will see that thls is the case,”’ 
Mr. Job continued, “if you watch any 
election in which the labor vote consti- 
tutes an important element. That vote 
is never half so large as is anticipated.” 

“Why so?” 

“It is because the men yoting as they 
please secretly change their ballots and 
throw them against their own candidates 
because at heart they are sick of the 
thralldom to which they are yoked.” 

Unhealthy for Non-Unionists. 

“Is Chicago a dangerous place for a 
workingman who doeg not belong to a 
union?” 

“It has been so at times, and I will 
not say that it is not s0 now under cer-

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tain conditions,” replied Secretary Job. 
“I could cite many instances of men who 
have been assaulted and maimed because 
they have opposed the will of the unions, 
and some in which men have been mur- 
dered. I have heard of unlon meetings 
where men were forced to assent to the 
doings of their leaders, and where they 
believed their lives would be in danger if 
they did not. There have been many out- 
rages On non-unionists, ag, for instance, 
we had recently a published ease of a 
non-union printer who was thrown to 


in one of our saloons and the question 
there debated | whether it would 
! be better to break the mdn’s arms or his 
fingers one by one that he might be tn- 
capacitated from work. The police res- 
cued that man. 

‘‘Now such things ‘may not be done by 
the leaders or the better element of the 
unions, but I believe they are instigated 
by them, and we have it alleged that 
there is a band of paid Ssluggers here 
who are used as wrecking crews to com- 
mit acts‘of violence in behalf of organ- 
ized labor. The hospital records will 
verify this.”

Suppose, for instance, you 
should see several points of gas pipe 
lying near the car track, and some one 
suggested that if the pipe was joined 
and laid on the track so that one end 
of it would touch the trolley wire and 
the other the rail, thereby forming a 
connection which would make a short 
circuit and burn out the trolley wire, 
don’t let any such act be laid to your 
doors. 

‘Or, if any one should tell you that 
you could wreck the underground cable 
by throwing rocks into the manholes— 
and I know there are piles of rocks near 
some of them—don't let such an act 
be laid to your doors. 

‘“‘Again, My men, sOme persons may 
tell you that if you throw in cement and 
sand and rock it wil] ruin the track. 
Now, I understand there are warehouses 
near the track where there are barrels 
of cement, and you know very well if 
this is mixed with rock, sand and water 
it will harden, and if thrown into the 
manholes it will held the cables. If you 
did that it might hurt the company, stop 
the cars and we might gain the strike, 
but, boys, we want no violencé, no vio- 
lence. If any one does that, let us see 
that it is not laid to our doors. I hope 
you have understood me correctly.’ ’’ 


What the Employers’ Association 
Has Done. 

“But, Mr. Job, do you think your em- 
ployers’ association is really making mat- 
ters better? Have you done anything?” 

‘We have done a great deal, and we 
are going to do more. I have told you 
we have given the non-union man the 
chance to work, and we have protected 
the employer in numerous instances. 
Take the Kellogg strike, in which 650 
men left work and tried to prevent the 
business of the plant from going on. 
The employers had put non-union men 
in their places, but the teamsters’ un- 
ion joined them and would not deliver 
goods nor permit others to deliver them. 
We investigated the matter and waited 
upon the mayor, who issued a procla- 
mation warning the teams to keep off 
the streets in the vicinity of the Kellogg 
plant. We had policemen go along with 
the wagons, and we saw that the goods 
went in and out, regardless of the de- 
mands of the union. 
90 per cent of the men in the Kellogg 
plant were members of the union. The 
shop is now non-union shop, and it 
has 860 contented men doing the same 
work that 650 strikers did, and at the 
same time turning out 25 per cent more 
of a product.” 

Protecting Non-Union Men. 

“We have had a number of simfar 
cases,"” continued Mr. Job, “in which we

St. Petersburg, March 19.—Private let- 
ters from Port Arthur say that not a 
single woman or child remains in the 
city, and that all men below the age of 
60 are impressed for military service. 

The government feeds, clothes and 
arms them and they must be ready day 
and nigh t@ fight. Frequent alarms are 
Sounded to keep the volunteers, so, call- 
ed, in fighting trim. As soon as a ship 


| appears at the horizon all men go under 


arms, remaining at the disposal of the 
commandant until after the bombard- 
ment, 

The Russian official telegraph is cor- 
rect in saying that perfect order prevails, 
As all the men are soldiers now, it is 
easy to maintain discipline. 

Nonsense To Sink with Ships. 

The czarina received a letter from Lilli 
Lehmann, the singer, who is very well 
acquainted with her majesty, and writes 
‘to say that the empress ought to ask the 
ezar to forbid commanders of sinking 
vessels to go down with their ships. 

Fatalism Not Heroism.

MPANESE COAL 
ON CHINA COAST 


That Charge Is Made by the 
Russian Authorities 


Alleged That the Squadron Blockad- 
ing Port Arthur Is Using Some 
Point on the Chinese 
Coast as a Base of 
Supplies. 


St. Petersburg, March 19.—1/30 p. in.— 
The government's private information is 
not completely reassuring as regards 
China’s sincerity in observing a neutral 
attitude. Secret advices indicate that at 
least. a powerful party in the Chinese 
government is abetting the Japanese. Al- 
though at first reluctant to credit thess 


| reports the Russian authorities continue 


to receive evidence that the Japanes3 
contemplate landing on Chinege neutral 
territory west of the Liao river and 17,- 
000 men are being held especially to 
await developmerts in that direction. 
Moreover the emperor’s naval experts 
who have been studying carefully the 
puzzle as to where Vice Admiral Togo’s 
fleet is coaling and provisioning between 
its appearance off Port Arthur, are be- 
coming more and more convinced that it 


is using as a base some quiet spot on 
the Chinese coast. After each disappear- 
ance not a word is heard of the fleet's 
whereabouts until it reappears. A cal- 
culation of time and distances show it 
is quite Impossible for the fleet to steam 
to Nagasaki or Hiroshima, take on 
board coal and ammunition and come 
back. 

It is also cértain the Japanese warships 
could not take on coal, much less heavy 
projectiles at sea in the face of the pre- 
vailing rough weather. The idea that 
they are using Chemulpo, Fusan or some 
other place on the Korean coast for this 
purpose is rejected, as it is believed that 
if such were the case the numerous se- 
ecret correspondents and secret agents 
of the Russians in Korea would certainly 
have reported the fact. Whereby, by pro- 
cess of elimination, the Russians seem 
compelled to arrive at the conclusion 
that the vessels of the Japanese fleet 
must be refilling their bunkers in some 
inlet on the Chinese coast, either on the 
gulf of Liao Tung or the Shan Tung 
peninsula, so far from ports and inhab- 
ited centers that the correspondents are 
unable to~get wind of it. 

Thé dwindling number of Japanese bat- 
tleships appearing off Port Arthur is in- 
ereasing the conviction that many of 
them have had to put back to Japan for 
a thorough refitting.

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AUSSIAN FLEETS 
MAY BE -UNVTED 


Believed al r Petersburg 
Junction as Been tffected 


Before Admiral Markaroff Left for 
East He Stated That He Would 
Try To Get the Squadrons 
Together — Russian Ships 
Off Get San. 


St. Petersburg, March 19, 11:58 p. m— 
The whereabouts of the Vladivostok 
squadron is a secret, but’ there are those 
who believe that the Japanese may wake 
up to find that the two divisions of Rus- 
sia’s Pacific squadron have effected a 
juncture. 

The admiralty, and Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff before he left for the Far Bast, re- 
garded the fact that the fleet was sepa- 
rated as unfortunate ror Russia’s chances 
of success at sea. Realizing that of- 
fensive naval operations are impossible 
under present conditions, it is believed no 
opportunity will be neglected to join 
forces even at considerable risk. 

Warships Off Korea. 

The report that seven Russian warships 
were sighted the other day off Gensan, 
Korea, creates much speculation as to 
whether they could be the vessels of the 
cruiser division from. Vladivostok under 
Captain Reitzenstein. 

The number of ships said to h'ave been 
sighted does not tally with that of the 
Vladivostok division, which properly 
consists of four fast cruisers and the 
transport Lena, It is learned, however, 
that the outbreak of hostilities found two 
ships of the vglunteer cruiser fleet at 
Viadivostok and there is reason to be- 
lieve that these have since been fitted out 
with guns tdken from shore batteries. 

It is thetefore posssible that the ships 
sighted were those of Captain Reitzen- 
stein, whose object, if he ventured so far 
south long the eastern coast of Korea, 
could hardly be anything except to slip 
into Port Arthur. If this is true, it is 
thought that the squadron must have al- 
ready run the guantlet of the Korean 
Strait and be close to Port Arthur. 

Chinese Troops. 

Staff orders, issued at Harbin, which 
have just arrived by mail, show that 
Chinese troops have moved farther north 
than was supposed. General Tin Cheng 
has concentrated 8.000 men at Rodune 
100 miles southwest of Harbin: General 
Ma has 10,000 men at Kaupantze, while 
another 5,000 are at Tsin Min Tun, 50 
miles west of Mukden, and 10,000 at 
Ichan, all poiiits on the western border of 
the zone of Russian military operations 

These orders are aleo significant inas- 
much as they lay stress on the holding 
aloof of the Chinese officers in Man- 
ehuria, the civil governor at Mukden hav- 
ing forbidden the Chinese to Supply prat- 
tle, food or fodder to.the Russians. The 
governor of Hai Chang, although ad- 
ministering the affairs of a town situated 
On the railroad, is also said to have or- 
dered the people not to accept Russian 
money, and, according to native reperts, 
he is organizing boxer bands. The na. 
tive governor of Kirin has jssued a proc- 
lamation enjoining the observance of the 
Strictest neutrality, but he refused to 
withdraw the troops in tee neighborhood 
until imperatively ordered to do go by 
the Russian headquarters. 


JAP TOBACCO MONOPOLY 


AND AMERICAN INTERESTS 

St. Petersburg, March 19, 3:30 p. m.— 
The representations of United States min- 
ister to Japan, Mr. Griscom, concerning 
American interests by the creation of a 
Japanese tobacco monopoly, will, The 
Novoe VTremya says, sharpen American- 
Japanese reJations. It considers the to- 
bacco monopoly absolutely necessary for 
Japan in the present condition of her 
finances, but says the compensation claim- 
ed by the Americans would more than 
eat up the income from the monopoly in 
the first years, but creating for Japan 
a situation, the ‘‘full meaning of which it 
is probable is quite appreciated at Wash- 
ington.”’ 

The army organ publishes an order Of 
the day issued by Viceroy Alexleff, threat- 
ening the most severe penalties against 
soldiers injuring private property or of- 
ficers permitting the same. 

GREAT HOLE IN PALLADA 
MADE BY JAPANESE SHELL 

St. Petgrsburg, March 19:—The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press learns 
that during the last bombardment of Port 
Arthur two Japanese shells fell in the 
works of the dry dock but failed 
explode and did not damage the dock. 

The hole in the Russian _ protected 
cruiser Pallada, the repairs on which will 
soon be completed, was 17 feet in diam- 
eter.

Mob of Masked Men Lynch Pair 
Who Killed Sid Killum, a Ne- 
gro Train Porter in Miss- 
issippi. 


Cleveland, Miss., March !19.—A mob 
of masked men stormed the jail here 
last night and secured possession of Fay- 
ette Sawyer and Burke Harris, two 
negroes, charged with the murder of 
Sid Killum, a negro porter on @ passen- 
ger train, near Hushpuckna, during 
Christmas week.

St. Petersburg, March 19.—Prince Tark- 
hanoff submitted to the czar in a perm 
sonal audience lasting several hours, 4 
plan to do away with the Jap navy by 
the use of radium.

Russia Will Be Asked To Trea 
Non-Combatants Kindly 


Many Japanese Families Are Suffer- 
ing in Siberia, and the United 
States Will Interfere in 
Order To Have Them 
Relieved.

Washington, March 19.—Russia will bé 
asked by the United states to treat kind- 
ly the Japanese non-combatants who 
hiave been left in Siberia and to enable 
them to make their way back to Japan. 
Mr. Kogoro Takahira, the Japanese min- 
ister, called at the state department to- 
day and informed the officials that he 
had received reports that between forty 
and fifty Japanese non-combatants were 
in a suffering condition in several Sibe- 
rian towns. 

The minister requested the Washington 
government to use its good offices to as- 
sist the suffering Japanese to reach Ber- 
lin where the Japanese minister will take 
them in charge. The state department 
acted promptly and a cablegram has been 
sent to Mr. McComick, the American am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg inviting him 
to call the attention of the imperial fov- 
ernment to the matter in the confident 
hope that the Russian officials will take 
immediate steps for the relief of the Jap- 
anese, 


Takahira Talks. 

To a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, Mr. Takahira said: 

“I made this request because of a tel- 
egram reporting that two Japanese sub- 
jects who arrived at Berlin a few days 
ago from the Interior of Siberia as dele- 
gates from a large number of Japanese 
Still living there, reported to the Japanese 
ambassador at Berlin that they were 
boycotted and not only had they found 
it impossible to earn any Hving, but they 
Were in constant danger of life and con- 
sequently were suffering great privations, 
In some towns, it was said, they were 
Ordered by the police to leave at a mo- 
ment's notice without time to take their 
effects with them. We have, therefore, 
decided to have them sent to Japan. 

“It is not unnatural that In time of 
war there exists between the people of 
belligerents a degree of enmity, but, in 
my opinion, it is a notable feature of the 
present confilct that since its outbreak 
the Russians have acted in an untoward 
manner with the non-combatants, and 
prisoners of our people.

In this event, Fulton’s can- 
didate would win, owing to the greater 
voting strength of this county. The pres- 
ent controversy has aroused a great deal] 
of interest. Mr. Blair, the Cobb county 
candidate, is a law partner of United 
States Senator A. 8. Clay. 

Correspondencé on Moafter. 

The following is the letter received 
yesterday morning by Secretary Camp- 
bell from Mr. Blair, in which was in- 
closed the $50 check:

Cox Obeyed Woman and 
Must Hang for Murder of 
Policeman. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 19.—Death by 
hanging is the sentence passed upon Tom 
Cox for the murder of Policeman Ben 
Dowell. on the night of December 6 last. 
Cox is the first white man-that has been 
sentenced to death in this county for 
nearly thirty years, and the case is one 
of the most remarkable in the criminal 
annals of the state. 

Dowell arrested the sister of Cox on the 
afternoon of the killing for interfering 
with an officer, and the woman was 
charged with inciting her brother to com- 
mit murder. Mrs. McDonough and her 
husband and a man named Burke Thomp- 

+ — 
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son were arrested and indicted on the 
charge of conspiring to the killing. The 
case against the defendants was called 
the first week in February and about 
a month was consumed in the hearing. 
Nearly. three thousand men were sum- 
moned before a jury ‘was empanelled, 
and the jury was out a week before re- 
turning a verdict. Two weeks ago the 
jury found Cox guilty of murder in the 
first degree with mitigating circumstances 
and disagreed as to the other defend- 
ants. The terms of the verdict left the 
character of the sentence to be passed. 
The motion was made for @ new trial 
and the argument was heard this morn- 
ing before Judge Hart, who overruled the 
motion and sentenced the defendant to 
hang on the 27th of May. 

One of the sensational features of the 
case was the arrest and indictment of the 
principal witness for the defense on the 
charge of perjury and three others on 
the charge of subornation of perjury. 
Cox shot anoth}r officer several years 
ago and was pardoned before reaching 
the penitentiary.

New York, March’ 1!19.—(Special.)—It 
came to light today for the first time 
that the momenf fhe United States circuit 
court last spring handed down a decision 
dealing a broadside blow at the Northern 
Sectrities Company, which the supreme 
court has, since upheld, five similar ac- 
tions were prepared for submittance 
against other railroad corpOrations, in- 
cluding the Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral, Reading and New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, demanding the annulment 
of other mergers. The guns were to be 
discharged simultaneously. Apparently it 
was the intention to cause widespread 
confusion in the public mind ‘and create 
an upheaval in the stock market. When 
banking interests heard of it they brought 
strong pressure to bear to have the suits 
postponed, assuring the complainants 
that there would be ample time after the 
United States supreme court took action, 
and asserting that one caSe was as good 
as a dozen for testing the anti-trust law. 
This argument had the desired effect, and 
the suits were pigedn-holed. 

The apprehension in financial circles to- 
day is not whether the government .will 
make fresh attacks on combinations, but 
whether individuals will make trouble of 
the character indttated by the suits above 
mentioned. ‘While it is generally believed, 
as Judge Dillon, the Gould attorney, 
claims, that the decision of the supreme 
court jn the Northern Securities case is 
less harmful than it appears, and that 
most railroad Mergers are not affected 
by the court’s opinion, some hold that 
this assurance was intended largely to 
quiet public sentimert; that the bankers 
see they are handicapped in eonnection 
with all of their plans of a kindred char- 
acter. It is certainly in the power of in- 
dividuals to make trouble, if they are 
Willing to meet the legal expenses inci- 
dent. to suits.

Bankers Engineered Boom.

Under 
their heavy buying orders all kinds of 
securities immediately responded, causing 
a stampede of the bears to cover their 
contracts.

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HARD TASK CONFRONTS 
GEORGIA ROSTER BOARD 


Difficult Work That Is Being Done in the Making of 


a Record of Georgia’s 100,000 Soldiers, 
Sailors and Marines. 


—s 


“™™ EORGIA: commission has 
f before it a reculean task—the 

Oi esthering tabulating and publish- 
ing of between 90,000 and 100,000 names 
of soldiers, sailors and marines whom the 
state gave to the service of the confed- 
eracy, with a brief record of the part 
each played in the great struggle of the 
sixties. 

Some idea of the great difficulty that 
confronts .the commission in this work 
may be gathered from the fact that it 
must be done forty years after the close 
of the war in which these men took part, 
and that with imperfect muster rolls and 
in many cases no rolls at all, it must 
be accomplished largely through the 
memory of the few survivors, whose rec- 
Ollections of the events of those days 
have, at best, been dimmed by the flight 
of time which makes gray hairs and 
wrinkles. 

Notwithstanding the fact that this 
work Involves the testimony of some sev- 
¢ral thousand veterans whose homes are 
scattered from Rabun Gap to the pines 
of the Florida line, the searching of 
piles of old records in the state capitol 
and in the war department at Wash- 
ington, the commission has gone bravely 
5 work with a determination to omit 
-the name of no single Georgian who gave 
his life or his services to his country in 
the time of greatest need, if it is posst- 
‘ie to find it. The commission realizes 
that this work must be incomplete at 
best, for there were many who went to 
the front whose valient heroism was 
never attested by the simple recording 
of their names. Yet it is possible still, 
even at this late date, to gather’ the 
names and brief records of the vast

majority of that Georgia army that play- 
ed so conspicuous a part in the strife of 
the states, and though it involves 4 
work thet may extend through a period 
of years, the commission will carry lt 
forward to the best attainable success, if 
given the encouragement it should have 
and which the hearts of the people will 
dictate should be given. 
Foramtion of the Commission. 

The first genera] act passed by the 
legislature at its last session and signed 
by the governor provides the law under 
which the roster commission was created 
and from which it derives its powers. 
The title of that act is as follows: 
“An act to create a board of commis- 
sioners to make a roster of the Georgia 
soldier, sailor and marine who served in 
the war between the states from 1/861 to 
1865, to prescribe their duties, to ap- 
propriate the necestary funds for the ex- 
penses thereof, and to declare the force 
and effect of such roster when made, and 
for other purposes.”’ 

The first section of the act prescribes 
who the roster commission shall be, 
namely, the commissioner of pensions, 
the adjustant general, General Clement 
A. Evans, General John B. Gordon and 
the governor. The second section pro- 
vides that the commission shall mect 
January |, 1904, for organization, and 
that such other meetings shall be held 
as the commission may deem proper. 

Under this provision a meeting 
called for January !, last. At that time 
General Gordon was in Miami, Fis., 
where he had gone for his health, and 
where his last -sickness was soon to 
come upon him. The board met with only 
four members present, elected General 
Evans chairman, Pension Commisisoner 
John W. Lindsey secretary, and discussed 
preliminary plans for the work. A few 
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These we recommend, perfectly assured 
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General Gordon expressing his regret, on 
account of illness, that he was unable to 
be present. This was the last letter 
General Gordon wrote so far as is known 
and soon afterward, on January 9, he an- 
swered the last and highest call. Under 
the law the commisison hias no way of 
filling this vacancy, because it was spe- 
cifically provided that General Gordon 
should be one of the board, and the work 
is now being prosecuted by the four who 
remain. 

The third section of the act provides 
that the commission -shall keen minutes 
of its proceedings and shall prescribe the 
manner of getting up the roster of Geor- 
gia troops who served from 186! to 1865, 
which shall be done by battalions, legions 
and regiments, distinction being made 
between infantry, cavalry, artillery, sail- 
ors and. marines, and show whether such 
troops were of the confederate States ar- 
my or the state's organized militia, the 
date of enlistment, fhe transfers to oth- 
er commands or other branches of the 
service, and how each was disch'rged. 

Under the fourth section the commis- 
sion is empowered to employ such help 
as may be deemed necessary, and it is 
provided that the roster when completed, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the ser- 
vices of those whose names appear up- 
On it. 

The fifth section provideg that the botrd 
shall have the use of all necessary rec- 
ords in the state capitol, and the sena- 
tors and congressmen from Georgia are 
requested to obtain permission to secure 
copies of such records as may be needed 
from the war qgepartment archives in 
Washington. 

The sixth secfflon appropriates $5,000 
from the pension fund for the expenses 
of the commission, and the seventh pro- 
vides that no member of it shall receive 
fees or salary. It is further provided that 
the roster shall not prevent any applicant 
for a pension from proving his claim and 
receiving such pension, if he is entitled 
to it. The eighth section is the repealing 
clause. 

Work That Has Been Done. . 
#The month of January was taken up in 
getting in shape to begin the work prop- 
erly, hence the commission has had only 
about two months in which to prosecute 
its labors, Notwithstanding that, a great 
deal has already been accomptished. 

The first matter in hand was to ascer- 
tain what material could be found .m 
the state capitol. There were located in 
the office of the adjutant genera] quite a 
number of imperfect muster rolls, which 
had been copied from the archives of the 
war department in Washington. 
were of great value, though far from 
complete. The commission also found a 
partial record of the state troops in the 
office of the s@pretary of state. W.'th 
this very incomplete material on hand 
the commission proceeded to its work of 
applying the deficiencies. 

It was at once seen that it would be 
far easier to compile rosters of the Geor- 
gia infantry than of any other branch 
of the service. There is a great deficien- 
cy in the rolls of cavalry and artillery, 
and so far no records have been found 
at all of Georgia sailors or marines. 

The commission has had made, up to 
date, copies of muster rolls of 400 com- 
panies, and these are now undergoing 
revision and correction. Hardly one of 
them is complete and it is necessary to 
make inquiry among the surviving mem- 
bers of such commands, to compare them 
with rolls in the hands of private par- 
ties and to search local county records 
to fill in the names and services of those 
that do not appear. 

A ‘large ‘number of rolls which were 


These. 


printed in newspapers in var/ous parts 
of the state, have been sent to the com- 
mission, and these have proven of much 
value in the difficult work of revision 
and correction. But it is very much de- 
sired that any who have rolls that were 
made during the war or at any time, shall 
send them to General Evans, who wll 
preserve and return them whenever that 
desire is expressed. 

So far the regiments of three brigades 
have been” gotten together—Wright’s, 
Stovall’s and Thomas’—but these are 
yet to be perfected. 

As an instance of the difficulty the 
commission has to contend with, it Is 
recalled that there were practically four 
first Georgia regiments—the first Georg:a 
regulars, the First Regiment of Georgia 
Volunteers, the First Georgia Volunteers 
and the First Georgia Battalion. Among 
these were the twelve months troops, 
many of them afterwards enlisted for the 
entire war. 

Another difficult work is that of get- 
ting the names of recruits, which do not 
appear on the original muster rolls, and 
there are frequently twenty-five or thirty 
of these to the company. It will be seen. 
therefore, to what a great extent the 
commission must depend on the volun- 
tary assistance of living confederates to 
Supply these numerous defictencles, and 
how practically {mpossible it {s to get 
every name that should appear. 

The first part of the work will con- 
sist of the perfecting of the first thirty 
Georgia infantry regiments. The records 
as they exist must first be copied. Then 
pers af the commande SRO 

n nds who are stil] liv- 
ing, So as to include those who were killed 
or wounded or who died in the service. 
When thus completed as near as tt {s 
possible to do so, the records will be 
recopied and prepared for preservation 
in printed form. 


At Work in the Field. 

In several cminties the commission now 
has active workers fn the fleld. These are 
equipped with copies of the rolls that are 
to be perfected, and they are seeking out 
those who are in the hest position to give 
the needed information. 

Among those now employed on thie 
work are General P. McGlashan fn Chat- 
ham county, Colonel A. J. MeRride tn 
Fulton, Judge A. I, Mitchell fn Clarke, 


' Hon, Salem Dutcher tn Richmond, Mafor 


J. A. Cobb in Sumter, Hon. A. J. Julian 
in Forsyth and Hon. C. 8. Andrews. itn 
saldwin. It is proposed first to perfect 
the rolls o? companies that come from 
these sections, after which Bibb, Mus- 
and other counties that were im- 
portant military centers during the war 
will be taken up, 

The copying of the rolls and their prep- 
aration: as the information is received 
is being done by H. W. Thomas and Dal- 
ton Mitchell, who have an office for the 
purpose in the state capitol. 

The commission has strong hopes of 
having at least one-third of the work, 
perhaps more, completed and ready for 
inspection by the time of the meeting of 
the legislature. The extfeme difficulty of 
the work, some idea of which has been 
given, makes it evidently {impossible for 
the commission to complete # on the 
present appropriation of $5.000, and when 
its importance is fully realized, as jt is 
sure to be, there is little doubt that the

further necessary funds will be forth- 


coming. 

Georgia’ furnished sixty-six regiments 
of infantry which average about 1,200 
names to the regiment, and these with 
the cavalry, artillery, sailors and ma- 
rines, will make a total of fully 90,000 
men, The state owes it to these men 


as the least of their rewards that their 
names and the brief record of their ser- 
vices should bé preserved, and every sol- 
dier-of the war who Is living today should 
feel it his duty to his family to fing out 
if his record is there and there cor- 
rectly’. 

In prosecuting the work General Evans 
has called upon the camps of veterans 
all over the state for all possible informa- 
tion in this connection which they may 
be able to give. As a guide and for fur- 
ther assistance he has received in re- 
sponse to requests copies of the rosters 
of troops which have been made by 
northern states. among them those of 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Indiana. These include 
rosters not alone of the troops of the 
civil war, but of the Spanish-American 
war as well, and they are all ds complete 
and as accurate as it has been possible 
to make them. These states met with 
the same difficultles and. disadvantages 
which now confront the Georgia roster 
commission, but they had the advantage 
of beginning their work much éarlier, 
and it is to that extent, more complete, 
perhaps, that the Georgia rosters can be 
made, 

xeneral Evans has also received from 
General Ainsworth, of the war records of- 
fice in Washington, an explanation of 
the card system which is used there in 
perfecting and keeping the rosters of 
troops, which he will probably usg when 
the time comes. He is also indebted ta 
Colonel J. W. English, Jr., for a copy 
of the volume giving the name of every 
confederate soldier who surrendered with 
Lee at Appomattox. This contains the 
names of many Georgians, and some 
whose-records cannot be fgund elsewhere.

Made New Orleans Manager 
forDan J, Sully & Co, 


Appointment Was Made Just Before 
the Crash—Was To Succeed W. 
R. Fagan, Who Went to New 
York To Become Member 
on Cotton Exchange. 


Clarence W. Musphy, who formerly 
represented the passenger department 
of the Southern Pacific railroad in At- 
lanta, was appointed to a splendid posi- 
tion a few days ago, being selected to 
succeed W. R. Fagan as New Orleans 
manager for Dan J. Sully & Co., of 
New York, while Mr. Fagan was called 
to New York to become active floor 
member for the firm on the New York 
cotton exchange, 


' The appointment of Mr. Murphy aad 


the promotion of Mr. Fagan, it appears, 
short-lived. These appoint- 
ments were announced in New Orleans 
on Wednesday. Sully’s failure occurred 
Thursday and was announced Friday 
morning. 

Mr. Murphy wil) be well remembered 
here in the railroad and social world. 
While here he lived at the Majestic and 
made many friends. He was calied to 
New Orleans to represent the Southern 
Facific in local territory there, and has 
been twice promoted since going there. 

Mr. Fagan is also a former Atlan- 
tan, having been in the railroad busi- 
ness here. 

The announcement of these appoint- 
ments, as made in The New Orleans 
Daily States of Wednesday, last, will 
ba read with interest following upon 
the failure of Mr. Sully, which came the 
day after.

BUSINESS Ih FEW DAYS 


After Making Formal Assignment, 
“fe States That His Suspension 
Is Only Temporary—Fallen 
Cotton King Not at All 
Downcast,

New York, March 19.—Following the 
failure of the cotton firm of Daniel 
J. Sully & Co., announced on the cotton 
exchange yesterday, there was IHittle 
to indicate at the opening of the morn- 
ing session today any sensational de- 
velopments anticipated last night. The 
market opened irregular from 5 points 
lower to 24 points higher. The brokers 
about the pit were somewhat apprehen- 
sive, but were reassured by cable from 
Liverpool, and the announcement that 
the Sully firm expected to resume in 
four days. 

Other failures were. expected to fol- 
low the crash of the Sully housé, but 
only one, that of J. H. Garrison, was 
announced before noon. This, while a 
small firm, affected slightly the mar- 
ket, and attracted a volume of selling 
in May by room brokers. hortly after 
the call, a better feeling became appar- 
ent, and it was evident that important 
trade interests were doing their utmost 
to encourage the trade and uphold 
prices. 

Sully Assigns. 

On arrival af his office, Mr. Sully~con- 
ferred with his attorneys, and an in- 
junction was served on his lawyers, re- 
straining the firm from paying out any 
monies. <A little later the formal] as- 
signment was made, naming Joseph H. 
Hoadley as assignee. Mr. Hoadley im- 
mediately took charge of the affairs of 
the Sully firm. No direct statement was 
obtainable from ‘Mr. Sully or any -mem- 
ber of tho firm, but the following letter 
was sent by D. J. Sully & Cq,, to Rob- 
ert P. McDougall, president of the New 
York cotton exchange: 

‘While I am not prepared to make a 
statement of my affairs, I feel that, as 
a member of this exchange, I owe to you 
and its members, at least, to say that

Mr. Hoadley, upon advice of 
his counsel, George S. Graham, ex-dis- 
trict attorney of Philadelphia, has taken 
charge of the office and is examining 
the firm’s accounts. At present he is un- 
able to make any statement regarding 
the assets or liabilities of the firm, al- 
though he hopes to give out this infor- 
mation within twb or three days. Mr. 
Hoadley, the assignee, is the organizer 
of the American Locomotive Company. 
He is a life-long friend of both Mr. Sully 
and Mr. Morse.”’ 

Towards the close of the cotton mar- 
ket there was evidently a feeling of 
greater, confidence and it seems as 
though a concerted effort was being 
made to bid the market vf to make the 
settling figures as favorable to the’sully 
people as possible. May sold at 13.87 
and July at 14.06, with the market clos- 
ing very steady at .a net advance of 
from 40 to 70 points on the more active 
months, while the new crop was 5 to 15 
points net higtier. Sales were estimated 
at 350,000 bales. Leading Philadelphia 
firms were buyers on the advance and 
private advices from the south states 
that spot offerings were ‘being with- 
drawn, ) 

An injunctionR was tssued today by 
Justice Overman, of the supreme court, 
restraining the Corn Exchange bank 
from paying certain margin certificates 
amounting to $30,000, delivered on March 
18 to the order of D. J. Sully & Co. 
The order was obtained by S. Munn, 
Son & Co., and the firm of D. J. Sully & 
Co. were notified of its issuance. 

“My suspension is only temporary,” 
said Daniel J. Sully, the cotton gspecula- 
tor, 

Speculator Is Buoyant. 

“TI do not care to add anything to that 
simple statement, he continued, ‘and I 
shall not have any further statement to 
make either today or Sunday.” 

Mr. Sully was no more downcast than 
he was exultant a few days ago when 
the announcement was made that ihe had 
made millions through the exceedingly 
high prices for cotton. He would not 
discuss the intimations that there might 
have been treachery at some point 


among his friends nor would he indicate 


how soon he expected to resume opera- 
tions. The members of the cotton ex- 
change who had contracts with Daniel 
J. Sully & Co. held a meeting after the 
close of business in the governing com- 
mittee room of the: exchange to discuss 
the situation. They were creditors of the 
suspended firm and many of them did not 
know whether they would be solvent on 
the following day or not, in case the 
failure was a bad one. 

It was decided to appoint a committee 
of the leading brokers, of which John 
McFadden was the chairman. They 


visited the office of Sully & Co. and 
made a formal inquiry as to the amount 
of cotton contracts which the firm had 
outstanding. No information was obtain- 
able and after a protracted discussion 
the meeting was dissolved without any 
conclusion being reached. One of those 
present said afterwards: 

“We counted noses, and that’s about 
all we did. We gathered the informa- 
tion, however, ‘that Sully does not hold 
300,000 bales of cotton. The amount is 
far less than that, I am giad to gay, 
and after a careful compilation it was 
the opinion of all present at the meet- 
ing that a eafe estimate of the hold- 
ings of Mr, Gully would be about 225,- 
000 bales.’’ 

Situation at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, March !9.—Unusual in- 
terest attached to the opening of the cot- 
ton market today as a result of the 
Sully failure, and when the el] rang 
there was an unusually large crowd of 
brokers about the ring. The market 
opened steady, but excited. Prices were 
5 down to 20 up. Soon after the open- 
ing a decided upward tendency develop- 
ed, and prices advanced until May was 
37 points higher than yesterday, at 
13.80, and July was 40 points higher at 
14.19. The advance was mainly due 
to a surprisingly good Liverpoo] mar 
ket. After the first half hour of trading, 
New York displayed weakness, and the 
local market was quick to follow the 
decline, which brought May down to 
13.35 and July down to 13.80. The ring 
was t0o busy to allow much discussion 
of Sully’s failure. The belief grows, 
however, that he would meet his obliga- 
tions dollar for dollar. There were no 
new developments locally in this direc- 
tion. 

The whole short session was marked 
by nervous and wide fluctuations. To- 
ward noon the tone became steadier, and 
prices commenced to go higher after 
every recession. Fluctuations were some- 
times for 20 points at a time. In 
the trading up to |! o’clock, May first 


advanced 37 points above the close of | 


yesterday to 13.80, fell off to 13.35, re- 
covered to 13.55, fell off again to about 
the lowest level of the morning, and 
advanced to 13.87. July showed similar 
fluctuations, finally advancing to 14.29 
or 50 points higher than the close of 
yesterday.

Wilmington, N. C., March 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—As the result of the failure of 
Sully, the cotton bull, the offices of 
Labaree & Co., New York brokers, at 
Rocky Mount, Durham and Newbern, 
this state, were closed today. The cor- 
respondents in charge at the three places 
named could not collect the margins 
which speculators lost on the slump of 
the market. The margins had not been 
deposited before-hand, and the longs re- 
fused to make good after the break. The

COL. JESSE A. GLENN IS DEAD. 


Father of Late W. C. Glenn, Promi- 
nent Atlanta Attorney. 

Dalton, Ga., March 19.—(Spectial].)—Colo- 
nel Jesse A. Glenn died suddenly at his 
residence in this city, at 6 o'clock, this 
afternoon. The immediate cause of his 
death was due to heart failure. He was 
attacked with la grippe, about a week 
ago, but it was not consfdered serious. 

At the beginnig of the war Colonel 
Glenn organized the first ‘confederate 
regiment in Georgia, and served all dur- 
ing the war as colonel of the thirty- 
sixth Georgia. 

Near the close of the war he was pro- 
motead to brigadier general for gallantry 
at Vicksburg. aitl Baker’s creek. He 
was 7! years of age. 

He was considered one of the brainiest 
lawyers of the state, and was prominent 
in political affairs. He was judge of the 
inferior court, was a member of the 
Georgia legislature and postmaster at 
Dalton during the administration of 
President Grant. 

He was the father of late Colonel W. C. 
Glenn, and leaves two surviving sons, 
Representative George G. Glenn, of this 
county, and Thomas R. Glenn. 

Colonel Glenn was a Mason and a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church.

Commandant Glassenapp, with a num- 
ber of his staff officers and ‘thirty-six cav- 
alrymen, advanced ahead of his main 
body and overtook the enemy’s vanguard, 
which had unexpectedly received rein- 
forcéments. Glassenapp, who was wound- 
ed in the head, was forced to rétire, 19s- 
ing seven officers and nineteen privates 
killed and three officers and two privates 
grounded. The fight occurred March 13 
near Owikokoreo with the Tetjo tribe of 
Hiereros, whom Glassenapp was pursuing. 
The enemy’s loss is not knoWn, but twen- 
ty dead natives were seen. Glassenapp’s 
detachment had one machine gun. He 
is now taking measure to attack the 
(iereros position in force.

RULES ARE MADE 
FOR EXCHANGE 


Chambers of Commerce 
Paves Way for Cetton 
Sced Men, 


Rulas for the Cotton Seed Products As- 
sociation were adopted yesterday at noon 
during a special meeting of the poard of 
directors of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, 

The directors decided to send Secretary 
W. G. Cooper to Memphis next week for 
the purpose of having him investigate 
the manner in which the same kind of an 
exchange is conducted in that city. 

A number of cotton seed men have al- 
ligned themselves with the chamber of 
commerce and it was this fact that gave 
rise to the movement for the exchange. 
The movement started one year ago and 
it appears that is now about to result 
in the accomplishment of the object that 
is desired by the members of the cham- 
ber. 


President Maddox Talks. 

Regarding the exchange Presidqnt R. 
F. Maddox, of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce, g2id vesterday afternoon: 

“The action of the directors 
chamber of commerce in adopting the 
rules and regulations approved by the 
Southern Cotton Seed Products Assocfa- 
tion, and agreeing to establish a regular 
place in the chamber of conducting the 
sale and purchase of cotton seed products 
will mean much to Atlanta and this sec- 
tion of the country. No industry has 
grown more rapidly in. the . past few 
years than the cotton seed oil business 
and its allied products. In 1880 there 
were but two cotton oil mills in Georgia, 
and now there are more than a hundred. 
Trade in these products has grown s0 
rapidly that the business has been done 
upon rules adopted by the New York pro- 
duce exchange, while some of it has been 
done through the Memphis exchange. 
This has been found so inconvenient that 
the chamber of commerce decided to 
adopt such rules and regulations as would 
enable those interested to transact their 
business upon the rules approved here 
and have their differences arbitrated by 
a Georgia board. At the request of the 
cotton seed oi] committee, the chamber of 
commerce adopted such rules and regula- 
tions as we think will be of great benefit 
to the southern trade. 

“There is no reason why,

while, a large per cent of the gales of cot- 
ton seed products of the mills of South 
Carolina, Georgla and Alabema should 
not be made directly upon the floor of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce. 

“Representatives of the various com- 
panies will meet between !!i 4nd 12 
o'clock each day in the chamber af 
commerce, and, transact their business. 
This will be a great economy of time 
and very convenient, and will help to as- 
tablish prices for these nroducts based 
upon fixed regulagions for their sale and 
purch@se. An ‘arbitration committee will! 
adjust all dlfferencesa, and reputable 
chemists will make the neoessary analy- 
sis. 

“This le but a move tn the line of mak- 
ing the chamber what {ts name tmplice— 
a chamber for commerce, We hope tn the 
near future to Interest other lines of 
trade, such as tfe grain and produce meng 
and have them meet fn the ehamber at 
certain hours each day and transtet thelr 
business, We will adopt sneh rules as 
may be required to meet these eonditiona, 
and hope the chamber may be of mueh 
eervice in factflitating all lines of trade 
in the city. 

“We hiave recently taken up the subject 
of getting our merchants more interested 
in the export trade with Cuba and Porto 
Rico. It is hard to realize how rapidly 
the business goes through New York. The 
,total foreign commerce of the United 
States with Cuba and Porto Rico in 1908 
was $107,000,000; with Mexico, $83,000,- 
000; with the Chinese empire $45,000,000; 
with Japan, $65,000,000. By comparison 
it will be seen that our buisness with 
these islands is greater than with Mexico, 
China or Japan. In the past six years our 
exports to Porto Rico increased 800 per 
cent, and in six years our export trade 
with Cuba has increased 1!37 per cent. 
These astounding figures are taken from 
the United States census reports, and 
mean that if the south will exert herself 
she will reap great benefit from this rap- 
idly growing trade; and I hope the Atlan- 
ta merchants will get their share of it.”

Chicago, March 1!9.+’’There is practi- 
cally no disc:piine and the force could 
hardly be in a worse state.”

Mrs. Mary E. Mann is known on the 
other side of the water, but for several 
years paSt this authoress has-been forg- 
Ing to the front over here, until now she 
is numbered among the most popular 
English women novelists.

City Attorney Mayson prosecute the next 
cases. 

The interview with Judge Broyles re- 
garding this appeared in one of the af- 
ternoon papers yesterday. Judge Broyles 
igs quoted as having said: 

“If Chief Jentzen is correctly quoted in 
the morning paper, he has done me a 
great injustice. I have fined the Morrow 
company every time the evidence showed 
that it was guilty, and Chief Jentzen 
knows that this is true, notwithstanding 
his statementg to the contrary before the 
board, 

oe shall be glad to have City Attorney 
Mayson appear in my court and prosecute 
the future cases to be made against the 
Morrow company, as he is a man very 
different from Chief Jentzen—he has sense 
and discretion and I am satisfied will be 
in full accord with my decisions.” , 

Chief Jentzen’s Reply. 

Regarding this interview, Chief Jentzen. 
last night prepared the following inter- 
view for publication: 

“In carrying out my duty as chief of 
the force of sanitary inspectors it was 
not my intention to engage in a contro- 
versy with the recorder of the city, and I 
very much regret that he has found it 
necesSary to descend to personalities in 
discussing a matter ‘that has to dea] en- 
tirely with the public welfare. 

“The facts of the case are very sim- 
ple. Section 1088 of the city code makes 
it illegal to haul loose dirt except in 
wagons with tight bodies. The Morrow 
Transfer Compary has violated this law 
and has dropped dirt along the streets of 
the city for eight and ten blocks. To 
say that the wheels of the wagons have 
carried the dirt for ten blocks is simply 
too ridiculous to be argued. 

“T am held responsible for the condi- 
tion of the streets of the city, and it is 
my intention to keep them clean. To do 
this I shall keep my men at work as in 
the past and will take advantage of 
each law that prevents the littering of the 
streets unti] cOuncil repeals it. If the 
law exists I am going to enforce it. 

“Section 1088 of the code prescribes a 
penalty of not less than $5 nor more 
than $100 for a violation, 

“The Morrow company, after violating 
this law, was warned by me. I begged 
them to observe the law and Keep the 
streets clean. They failed to do so and 
I had the cases made. Some of the casés 
have been dismissed entirely by the re- 
corder, and in one case, Of which I am 
postive the recorder entered a fine of $1 
and cosis. He did this when section 
1088 plainly states that the minimum 
fine shall be $5. 

“When I found that the Morrow com- 
pany continued to violate the law, and 
when the cases against them were dis- 
missed or fines of $! and costs emtered, I 
did what I still. think was my duty. 
{ reparted the matter to the board of 
health. Jt was an open session of the 
board, a reporter for The Constitution 
Was present and he quoted my remarks. 

“The recorder appears to have taken 
exceptions to my remarks, which he has 
a perfect right to do. He rather loses 
that dignity and coolness which have al- 
ways characterized him, and stoops to de- 
clare that I have neither sense nor dis- 
eretion. That is so evidently a personai- 
ity that it has nothing to do with the 
matter. I do not intend losing my temper 
nor do Ll propose to say those things that 
will make the recordeg lose his. 

“rl am employed by the city to keep 
the streets clean, I can best do that, noi 
by writing cards to the newspapers, but 
by keeping “my force at work and by 
enforcing tne ordinances of the City, if 4 
can have the support ol the recorder.”’

The address follows: 

‘Dear Mr. President: As with undimin- 
ished power you pass the age of 70, we 
greet you. 

“Thirty-five years ago you were called 
to be president of Harvard college. <At 
the age of 35 you became the head of an 
institution whose history was long, whose 
traditions were firm, and whose leading 
counselors were of twice your age. With 
prophetic insight you anticipated — the 
movements of thought and life; your 
face was toward the coming day. In your 
imagination the college was already the 
university. 

“You have upheld the old studies and 
uplifted the new. You have given a new 
definition to a liberal education. The uni- 
versity has become the expression of the 
highest intellectual forces of the present 
as well as of the past. 

“You have held from the first that 
teacher and student alike grow strong 
through freedom. Working eagerly with 
you and for you are men whose beliefs, 
whether in education or in religion, differ 
widely from your own, yet who know 
that in speaking out their beliefs they 
are not more loyal to themselves than to 
you. By your faith in a young man’s 
use of intellectual and spiritual freedom 
You have given new dignity to the life of 
the college student. 

“The universities and the colleges 
throughout the land, though some are 
Slow to accept your principles and adopt 
your methods, all feel your power and 
recognize with gratitude your stimulating 
influence and your leadership. 

“Through you the American people have

thought and character. From Harvard 
university men go into every part of our 
national life. To Harvard university 
come from the common schools, through 
paths that have been broadened by youn 
work, the youth who have the capacity 
and the will to profit by her teaching. 
Your influence is felt in the council ot 
the teachers and in the education of the 
youngest child. 

“As a son Of New England you have 
sustained the traditions of her patriots 
and scholars.

Farmers Making Fine Progress in Planting ‘Cotton 
Statistics Show White Farmers Raised 50 Per 
Cent of Last Year’s Crop. 


Birmingham, March 19.—(Special.)—The 
fine spring weather of the past week 
has been utilized by the farmers and 
much progress has been made toward 
the planting of the new crop. News 
from every. part of the state is that evegy 
acre of land suited to the culture of cot- 
ton is being prepared and in some places 
the fence corners have been cleaned up, 
and instead of growing weeds and grass 
as heretofore, will be planted in cotton. 
The idea seems to prevail that cotton 
will, not be worth less than !2 cents 
even with an eleven million bale crop, 
and this seems to be the figures agreed 
upon. The acreage in corn will be less 
than last year and very little attention 
is being given to the preparation of the 
jand for the staff of life. The labor prob- 
lem is not giving the farmers much trou- 
ble, save in a few scattered places where 
negroes have been induced by the high 
prices of day labor to work on railroads 
or other public works and quit the farm, 

White Men Work Cotton Fields, 
« The idea which prevailed before and 
since the civil war that only negroes 
could make cotton successfully hag again 
been advanced. Statistics, however, show 
that in this state about 60 per cent of the 
crop of cotton was made by white la- 
bor in 1900-01. The negroes have flocked 
to towns and cities and railroad work, 
but the white man has gone to the cotton 
field and farm. The high price of cotton 
the past year has been a fine advertise- 
ment for labor in the large cities and 
towns of the north and east and emigra- 
tion has been coming in to fill the places 
of the lost labor of the negroes. Im- 
proved machinery for cultivation is being 
adopted and the crop can be made with 
much less labor than heretofore. The 
picking and chopping season of the crop 
is the only thing that gives the farmer 
WOTTy now. 
Good Fruit Crop. 

Information thought to be entirely re- 
lable is that the fruit crop is now safe 
from frost and a very large yield is 
expected. While this crop is not looked 
upon in this state as a money crop, it 
will go a great ways in reductian of 
family expenses on the farms and add 
much to the comfort of the city people 
and those who have to buy their fruits. 

The mineral district of the state con- 
tinues to prosper and the fears of the 
timid investor that tHe big combination 
of the three largest coal and iron com- 
panies would give the district a backset 
have been allayed and money is coming 
in daily for investment in coal and tron 
properties. 

* Big Purchase of Coal Lands. 

> Sixteen hundred acres of coal lands in 
the past week have been purchased by a 
New York company and cash paid for 
{ti Four openings have already been 
made and the whole property is to be de- 
veloped at once. The land lies on the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad about 


16 miles north of this city. Three hun- 
dred mem are nOWw employed in and 
about the property and the calculation of 
experts is that soon 1,000 tons daily 
will be the output. 

Capitalists from WVingennes, Ind., are 
now in the city and are investigating 
properties in coal lands in Blount and 
upper edge of Jefferson county with a 
view to make good the option they have 
secured throtgh an expert coal man 
from ‘Pennsylvania. There is a large 
body of it and reported to be very fine 
coal and in large seams. 

Brisk Trade in Iron Ore. 

he iron market is what you may call 
brisk, and the fact that it is selling at 
better prices than for six or eight months 
makes the business outlook bright tor 
Birmingham. The Sloss-Sheffield Com- 
pany has sold since the beginning of 
this month 65,000 tons of pig iron, rang- 
ing in pricegfrom $9.75 to $10 per ton. 

The Tennessee Coal. [ron and Railroad 
Company have made large sales the past 
week, and is filling orders as fast as 
transportation can. be had. It is said 
they will take no new orders at present 
prices. 

At Sheffield the Hattie Ensley Furnace 
has broken all past records in iron pro- 
duction for the past month. The output 
for the month being 6,206 tons of pig 
iron, with an average of over two hun- 
dred tons per.day, with 95 per,cent of 
foundry iron. The materials used were 
a mixture of the brown and hard ores, 
with Alabama coke and all from Ala- 
bama minerals. The Philadelphia fur- 
nace at Florence, owned by the Sloss 
Company, has also been doing well, and 
has made a fine shoWing of an average 
of one hundred and ninety tons daily 
for three hundred and three days, with 
91 per cert of foundry iron.

The Philippines for the Filipinos. 
We invite the serious attention of 


the readers of The Constitution to the 
letter of our Washington correspon- 
dent, which will be found in another 
place. This letter, as will be seen, 
deals with a very important phase of 
the Philippine question, and sets 
forth certain facts and circumstances, 
and puts forward certain considera- 
tions that are of extreme interest at 


| this time, when both parties are about 


to place themselves on record with 
respect to the various issues, schemes 
and propositions that affect the wel- 
faré of Sur own people and those who 
are more or less dependent upon this 
republic. 

Our readers no doubt remember well 
the circumstances under which the 
United States became responsible for 
the maintenance of peace and order 
in the Philippines. War with Spain 
carried us there, and in putting an end 
to the power of the Spaniard, we de- 
stroyed the only authority that the in- 
habitants of the Philippines had 
known or recognized for centurids, 
with the result that we found our- 
selves facing some of the most com- 
mon, as well as one of the most em- 
barrassing responsibilities of war. 

It was an easy matter to oust the 
Spaniard, but it was by no means an 
easy matter, as the country has seen, 
to restore and maintain order, and at 
the same time impart to the inhabi- 
tants even a vague idea of the real 
meaning of freedom, such as has been 
won and maintained by the people of 
the American republic. To foresee 
trouble in that quarter the gift of 
prophecy was not needed, and it may 
be said that every difficulty that has 
developed and every problem that has 
arisen might have been anticipated 
beforehand. In fact, the most serious 
difficulties with which we have had 
to contend were felt to be an inevi- 
table part of the situation as it stood 
when Spanish authority had been de- 
stroyed. 

In the circumstances there were 

many good men who were in favor of 
withdrawine all American influence 
from the islands and leaving the in- 
habitants, with only crude notions of 
government and with cruder notions 
of freedom, to shift for themselves. 
There were many men of both par- 
ties who favored such a course. Ke- 
publicans who had been rocked in the 
cradle of New England philanthropy 
and demacrats who measure every- 
thing—every event and every move- 
ment—by the axioms of Jefferson, 
were in favor of withdrawing from 
the islands and leaving the Filipinos 
to their fate, good or evil. Philan- 
thropy is a noble thing in its place, 
and the axioms of Jefferson owe their 
immortality to the fact that they 
measure the results of political con- 
duct, rather than the conduct itself; 
but neither the aspirations of philan- 
thropy nor the maxims of Jefferson 
can be expected to solve the sudden 
and sharp contingencies of war. Both 
philanthropy and democracy must 
disappear temporarily from the scene 
when the tumbril' of war begins to 
roll. 
At the time when eminent men, 
conspicuous in the councils of both 
parties, were advising the abandon- 
ment of the Philippines, and warning 
the country that it could not go into 
the business of colonization and main- 
tain the features and doctrines that 
have all along characterized the re- 
public, The Constitution took issue 
with them on the broad grounds of 
duty and responsibility. Having ban- 
ished the only authority that the in- 
habitants knew, it was easy to fore- 
see that one of two things would hap- 
pen if the Filipinos were left to their 
own resources. They and their in- 
terests would have fallen into the 
hands of one of the various predatory 
nations that are all the time sailing 
the seas for spoils; or they would 
have been made the victims of their 
own untrained instincts, in which 
event the result would have been 
revolution, accompanied with disor- 
der, chaos and confusion. 

For these things mankind would 
have held the American republic re- 
sponsible, and rightly so, for when 
Dewey sailed into Manila bay, with 
the ‘American flag floating over his 
squadron, and brought about the 
downfall of the rule and authority of 
the Spaniard, this country became re- 
sponsible in the eyes of the civilized 
world for the course of events in 
those islands, and it was a responsi- 
bility that we would not have evaded 
if we could. As our readers well 
know, the situation was swollen with 
danger, and all the elements of evil 
were ready to burst forth at the first 
opportunity. The Filipinos, who had 
been arrayed against Spanish authori- 
ty, were prompt to array themselves 
against the authority of the republic, 
just as they would have been found 
Opposing any government—even orfe 
of their own making—and this coun- 
try has been put to considerable 
trouble and expense in keeping them 
within bounds. 

At the time when the occupation of 
the Philippines was up for discussion 
The Constitution took the ground that 
it is the destiny of the American re- 


\ 


public to teach the nations of the 
earth the real meaning of liberty and 
freedom—the real meaning of political 
independence freed from the restraints 
of tyranny and the control of mon- 
archs who claim that they represent 
the authority of Jehovah. We still 
firmly believe that this is the ultimate 
destiny of the ‘republic. But the les- 
sons of freedom have to be learned as 
othef lessons are learned, afd though 
they seem to us tobe simple lessons, 
they are nevertheless hard to learn 
and difficult to understand by those 
who have known nothing else but 
tyranny. , 

‘We have no doubt that in the 
course of events in the Philippines 
during American occupation mich 
injustice has been done. Those who 
represent this country have had to 
put down one large and_é =several 
smaller insurrections, for the inhabi- 
tants have their own notions of what 
political freedom should be, and even 
the most ignorant are possessed with 
the belief that even the vaguest no- 
tions of liberty should be fought for. 
It was inevitable, taking all the cir- 
cumstances into consideration, that 
cruelty and injustice, and even bru- 
tality should march hand in hand with 
events. Such is the common experi- 
ence of mankind when war has the 
center of the stage. Individuals have 
suffered and perhaps even whole com- 
munities have been decimated or de- 
solated but always and everywhere, 
as the history of the world shows, the 
price of liberty is blood, and those 
who have fought for it and enjoyed it 
feel that it is cheap at the price. 

But we now feel that in these islands 
the worst is over and that the best is 
yet to come. With the exception of 
small bands of marauders, which 
spring naturally from ‘thé environ- 
ment created by Spanish injustice and 
indifference, the people are at peace, 
and there is more order in all parts 
of the archipelago than there has been 
in centuries. The Filipinos have 
demonstrated that they have great na- 
tive ability, as much, possibly, as 
their cousins the Japanese, although 
they have not had the same oppor- 
tunities for bettering their condition. 
To furnish them with these, and even 
greater opportunities, is the duty, as it 
has been the desire of all Americans 
who are able to take a broad view 
of our purpose in the Philippines. 

Therefore, while we could not agree 
with those who seemed to be anxious 
that tHe American forces should be 


‘withdrawn from the islands and the 


inhabitants left to themselves, we can 
and do agree very heartily with those 
men, eminent as educators and in 
other walks of life who have recently 
signed a petition to be presented to 
the national conventions of the two 
great parties, urging the adoption of 
a declaration pledging to the inhab- 
tants of the Philippine islands ulti- 
mate national independence. The 
facts and the considerations on which 
the petition is based are fully set 
forth by our Washington correspon- 
dent, to whose letter we have already 
called attention. 

This whole question has been some- 
what confused by the arguments of 
extremists. On'one hand we were told 
that it was our plain duty to with- 
draw from the Philippines as soon as 
ever we could, and on the other it 
was left to be inferred that our reten- 
tion of the islands must of necessity 
ibe permanent. There were many 
symptoms going to’show that the dis- 
cussion was in danger of becoming 
partisan, but time has interposed its 
cooling hand, and it is now possible 
for even the extremists to listen to 
the suggestions of reason and com- 
mon sense. 

It must be obvious that there will 
come a time when we shall have ful- 
filled to the utmost all the duties and 
obligations which we assumed when 
we became responsible, as a result of 
war, for the well-being of the Fili- 
pinos and the collateral tribes that 
inhabit the islands; and it is already 
beginning to dawn on the minds of 
those who think there are some very 
important duties that we owe to our 
own people; that while we are dis- 
charging our obligation over-seas, we 
should also take into consideration the 
far larger and more important obli- 
gations that rest upon us at home. 
There was for a time a sort of fetish 
cry that where the fiag was once 
raised, it should never come down, 
but the extreme sentimentality repre- 
sented by this view has had an op 
portunity to become more sober. The 
flag was raised in Cuba, and it has 
been hauled down there, not in token 
of defeat, but as the result of a great 
victory. 'We have rid Cuba of the 
oppression of alien rulers, and we 
have set her people well on the way 
toward freedom. Our flag floated 
above them while it was necessary, 
and served a great purpose; and then, 
when the Cubans had organized a gov- 
ernment of their own the flag came 
down. All the time it floated there it 
represented the well-defined purpose 
of this government to give to Cuba 
a free and an independent govern- 
ment, and we have no doubt that it 
served as an inspiration to the men 


who are now responsible for the fu- 
‘ture of Cuba. 

Moreover, the conditions that seem- 
ed to make permanent possession of 
the Philippines desirable have changed 
entirely. The pacification 
islands has been accomplished simul- 
taneously with commercial explora- 
tion that goes along with such move- 
ments, and capital; which is as far- 
sighted as it is active, has discovered 
that there is small room for its ex- 
ploitation so far from heme. It 
seems, therefore, that as soon as the 
time is ripe, the thing for the people 
of this republic to do is to guarantee 
the independence of the islands just 
as has been done in Cuba, insisting 
on the same conditions that have been 
so cheerfully accepted by: the Cubans. 
Naval stations are a necessity, and 
these we could establish at points 
qoost favorable to our needs and con- 
venience. 

It is already seen that to hold the 
Philippines as colonies would cost 
considerably more than the returns 
would. justify. We should have to 
spend large amounts if the inhabi- 
tants are to be educated up to the 
American standards, and if we are to 
continue to hold and occupy the 
islands indefinitely, it is estimated 
that enormous amounts would have to 
be expended on our navy—much larger 
amounts than would be necessary if 
we propose merely to set the Filipinos 
in the paths of peace and independ- 
ence, guaranteeing them against ab- 
sorption by any other power. 

Now, it cannot be denied that the 
money we shall have to spend on the 
islands can be used to much better 
purpose at home. We have af our 
very doors calls on philanthropic edu- 
cators, and there seems to be fresh 
demands every day on those who are 
rightly convinced that we have with 
us large numbers of people, who for 
the good of the states and of the na- 
Cion, should have the benefit of the 
immense sums’ that we-have been 
spending for the uplifting of aliens. 


There is a large element, both at the 
north and the south, that needs to be 
made beneficiaries of the power and 
potency of knowledge. 

The men who have signed the peti- 
tion which is to be submitted to the 
national conventions of the two great 
parties are moved both by sentimen- 
tal and practical considerations. They 
feel, as all who have given the sub- 
ject any serious thought must feel, 
that the money and zeal expended in 
the Philippines would bear more sub- 
stantial fruit, and be more profitable 
morally and practically if they were 
expended on deserving objects at 
home. Our main responsibilities, as 
a people are here, and here are our 
main duties and _= obligations. Here 
they must remain, and it will be time 
enough, when we have no e¢alls and 
demands from our own people, to un- 
dertake the work of regeneration in 
strange seas’ and on alien shores. 

Nor is there any selfishness in this 
view; on the contrary it touches 
patriotism at its tenderest and most 
sensitive point.

Georgia at St. Louis. 

The Georgia commissioners in 
charge of the state’s exhibit at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition have 
made a most gratifying report con- 
cerning the progress of the work 
which has been intrusted to them. 

It will be recalled that the general 
assembly appropriated $30,000 for the 
State’s representation at St. Louis. 
The commissioners now report that 
instead of Georgia having ‘a $30,000 
exhibit they will be enabled to pre- 
sent to the eyes of the world at St. 
Louis a display of the _ state’s re- 
sources representing an expenditure 
of approximately $75,000. 

Of the fund being raised for the 
erection of a Georgia building at the 
exposition over $15,000 has already 
been pledged.

Many Georgia 
towns and counties are not yet repre- 
sented on this subscription list and if 
all those which have not subscribed 
will do their duty the whole fund can 
be completed this week.

Its necessity is obvi- 
ous to those familiar with the con- 
crete use made of the money hereto- 
fore appropriated and contributed.

FESTIVE BAILIE MUNRO 
AUTHOR CARNEGIE HOAX 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

Lo:rdon, March |1!.—Readers jn the Unit- 
ec States have heard doubtless how the 
Scotch town of Kilmarnock, famous for 
its associations with Burns, was hoaxed 
into believing that it was about to be 
presented by Andrew Carnegie with a 
“temple” to the poet at a cost of $2,500,- 
000. But though #& has ben divulged how 
Ballie William Munro, the Kilmarnock 
magistrate, confessed to the perpetration 
of the elaborate joke, something remains 
to be said gbout this diveriing individ- 
ual Who might have stepped straight out 
of a Gilbert and Sullivan comie opera. 
Wasn't it in “‘His Excellency” that the 
librettist pictured a high official with a 
propensity for dropping  black-beetles 
down the backs of his colleagues and 
making “butter-slides’’ on bishops’ door- 
steps? Well, Bailie Munro, the magis- 
trate, town councilor, etc., who has just 
made his own bailiwick a laughing stock 
the world over, is, in private life a wor- 
thy ma icturer of jam. The Bailie ai- 
Ways has been a merry blade. In odd 
moments, snatched from the arduous pur- 
suits of jam-making, sitting on the bench 
and acting as a city father, he has play- 
ed almost as many pranks as the lamented 
Theodore Hook, and also occastonally 
contributed a comic sketch to the lecal 
paper. On tbé& other hand, -however, 

ile Munro, who is a man of gubstance, 
always has done the handsome thing by 
the charitable organizations in his neigh- 
borhood, so, until recently, the wortay 
magistrates pranks ‘have been taken in 
good part by all and sundry in Kilmar- 
nock, 

Kilmarnock, by the way, is the largest 
town in Ayrshire, the shire in which the 
i!]-starred. Burns first.saw the light of 
day. It has a population of something 
over 30,000 and it manufactures carpets 
that are pretty well known. But what 
it chiefly prides itself on is that there was 
issued tthe first edition of poems by Scot- 
land's greatest bard; and the man to hile 
marnock who doesn't know Burng by 
heart doesn't count. 


It will be remembered that Andrew Car- 
negie was in Kilmarnock, not long ago, 
and in the millionaire’s visit Baillie Munro 
thought he saw a chance ‘to perpetuate 
something funnier than anything he had 
done before. ‘Thus it came about that the 
jam-manufacturer penned his now fa- 
mous letter to which he signed the name 
of Hew Morrison, librarian of ‘the publie 
library of Edinburgh, and which read 


as follows: 

“Tl have just received word by this mail 
that Mr. Carmegie, who was deeply im- 
pressed with the progressive tendencies 
of Kilmarnock during his recent visit, 
has had under consideration a project of 
more closely identifying the town with 
the name of our national! bard, 

“He recognizes Kilmarnock ag the nu- 
cleus of Burns lore, where the peerless 


poems were first published to the world, 
and where al] literature associated with 
his honored name has been carefuly com- 
piled and widely disseminated.” 

This was laying it on pretty thick and 
ought to have aroused suspicions. But the 
town councilors, of Kilmarnock taks 
themselves and their town very serl- 
ously and the seque! showed that Ballle 
Munro understood them pretty well. It 
only prepared them to swallow wholesale 
4iiat followel. 

“Mr. Carnegie ‘has, therefore, decided 
to erect at his own cost, within the town 
of Kilmarnock, a temple to the memory 
of our national pride, provided the town 
council will grant a free site. 

‘Tt is his intention to make this me- 
moriaj] a most elaborate one, the building 
to be cofiStructed of granite, white mar- 
ble or some superior material, and to be 
o: magnificent design, While the interior 
will contain statues of Burns’ contem- 
poraries and the primcipal char§cters of 
his creation and under the dome a chaste 
figure of the immorta] genius will stand. 

“Artistic panels will embellish the 
walls, illustrative of scenes @epicted in 
the poems, and the whole building will be 
lavishly treated, at @ cost not exceeding 
$2,500,000.’’ 

The reading of the letter was received 
with the utmost gratification, the pro- 
vost. In a few eloquent wards, expressed 
the thanks of the council and the com- 
munity and thelr cordial acquiescence in 
Mr. Carnegf’s conditions, and the letter 
was put on the wires at once that all the 
world might learn of this latest evidence 
of the laird’s lavish generosity and more 
particularly his reasons for. selecting 
Kilmarnock as the recipient of his muni- 
ftcence. 

The town councilors told the news to 
Kilmarnock, taking gouch credit to them- 
selves for the enthusiasm and unanimity 
with which they had voted “aye,’’ and 
Kilmarnock went wild with joy. Their 
city would become the future mecca of 
Burns pilgrims and incidentally that 
would boom business. Baillie Munro 
chuckled and had no end of fun with 
himself. 


But some sceptical] editors, scenting @ 
possible sell before printing the tory, 
wired, their Ediburgh correspondents to 
interview Mr. Morrison. When Kilmar- 
nock awoke next morning ?t learned that 
it had been sold and its joy turned to 
grief and anger. Then arose the town 
council] in their wrath and demanded that 
the man who had done %Js thing and 
made stock across the 
border should be exposed.-and held up 
to the execration of an outraged com- 
munity and made to suffer what ever 
pains and peyalties the law Wight sanc- 
tion. 

Baille Munro had not taken such paing 
to cover up his tracks, and it did not 
take long to discover that he was the 
guilty wretch who had dared. to trifle 
with the dignity of the town council] and 
made a jest of the pretensions of Kil- 
marnock to be regarded as the nucleus 
of Burns lore. 

Then it was that the poor Baille wrote 
a contrite letter to the provost. He had 
Only intended it as a bit of fun, and 
had no idea that his httle joke would 
have been taken so seriously and raised 
such a rumpus. As evidence of his sin- 
cere repentance, he gave the provost? $250 
to be devoted to local charities, and 10 
placate his fellow town councillors, he 
would resign his seat among them 

Rut when the town council heard of 
this they became more wrathful than 
ever. Balle Munro had merely added 
insult to injury. A beggarly $250 was 
scant compensation for the loss @f a 
$2.500.000 Burns temple. He should not 
be allowed to escape so easily. They 
demanded a special meeting to consider 
the matter.

The meeting was held. So dense was 
the crowd of indignant Scots around 
the building that to gain access to the 
chamber, reporters had to climb a lad- 
der, scramble over the roof of an ad 
joining buliding. and enter the chamber 
by a back window. 

The Bailie was solemnly and publicly 
execrated. A resolution was passed in- 
structing the watching and lighting com- 
mittee to “probe the matter to the hbot- 
tom.” and it was stipulated among ofher 
things that it should have power to “ex- 
amine witnesses and put them on oath, 
if necessary.” Then the town counc!! ad- 
journed, feeling that it had appropriately 
vindicated its dignity. No suggestion was 
made that Mr. Munro's peace offering 
should be returned to him. The Scots of 
Kilmarnock are a canny people. 

What more can be gained by probing 
the matter to the bottom, except to 
further advertise the gullibility of the 
town council and {ts defictency .n humor, 
nobody outside of Kilmarnock can ifm- 
agine. But it has been suggested that 
by keeping the matter alive they hope 
Mr. Carnegie may be induced to take the 
hint and donate to Kilmarnock a $2,500,- 
000 Burns temple. So far hs has given 
no signs of any such intention. He has 
retained al! his native Scotch shrewd- 
ness, but he has lived long enough In 
America to be able to laugh heartily at a 
joke. But Baillie Munro has foresworn 
humor for all time, and will hereafter 
devote himself exclusively to the’ jan# 
buginess.

Above Partisan Politics. 


Is not the question Involved of such 
vital interest to all the people of the 
Imnited States that it can be discussed 
and disposed of without appeal to preju- 
dice or passion?. It ought to be con- 
sidered from a broad, national stand- 
point, and the republican politicians, if 
they are wise, will harken to the advice 
of some of the ablest men in ther par- 
ty and subscribe to this movement be- 
fore it is too late. 

Such men as Mr. Root, who as 6ec- 
retary of war, was brought into most in- 
timate knowledge of the Islands and 
their possibilities; Senator Spooner, 
Senator Proctor and others of

This is not because they 
have given any particular study to the 
4ssues involved in the question of the 
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} future relationship between this coun- 
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have not; but two things have con- 
tributed to this change. : 
Important Changes in Conditions. 
One of these is tNe fact that there is 

now absolitely no demand from Amer- 


fean capitsl for an opportunity to ex- 


ploit the Philippines. 

The other is the realization that as a 
Poiitical issue the Philippines question 
belongs in the back number class with 
“16 to 1!” and some others that mizht 
be mentioned. 

As long as the columns of American 
newspapers were filled with stories of 
war in the Philippines, the cry that ‘‘the 
flag must never be hauleq down’ was 
valuable to the republicans, and they 
used it for all it was worth. In the 
campaign of 1900 it did them good ser- 
vice. No matter how chary their leaders 
in congress may have been in their ex- 
pressions on that line, the masses of the 
Party understood that to mean perma- 
nent retention of the islands, and that 
appealed strongly to the land greed which 
g0es with the Anglo-Saxon blood which 
is in the veins of most of us. 

But Luzon, the greatest of the island. 
of the Philippines, has long since been 
pacified, practically as well as officially, 
There is absolutely no popular 
interest in the others. Nobody freal- 
izes this more than the practical repub- 
lican politician who is always careful 
to keep off of dead issues; and as he 
sees there is nothing to be gained by his 
flag cry, he may be expected to be: will- 
ing enough to permit the party to take 
a rational view of the Philippines prob- 
lem as it now presents itself. 

The Business Side. 

The business side of the question also 
cuts a most important figure in shaping 
the republican attitude. As is well known, 
it was the belief of many capitalists that 
the islands would prove a good thing 
from the exploitation standpoint that in- 
fluenced President McKinley to instruct 
the peace commissioners to insist upon 
the transfer of the entire archipelag» 
to the United States. There was a lot of 
talk about other incentives having shap- 
ed that decision, but the real influencs 
was the assumption that the islands 
would prove a favorable sphere for the 
investment of. American capital. 

That the results in this direction have 
been most disappointing is known to all 


men. The amount of American capital 
invested in the islands has been infin- 
itesimally small. There has been much 


prospecting, but hardly any investment 
—none at all in the broader lines where 
it was confidently expected. Secretary 
aft spent a strenuous day in New York 
last week endeavoring to interest prom!- 
nent capitalists to go Into extensive rail- 
road building in the best parts of the 
archipelago. He used all of his eloquence 
advocating the investment of Amer- 
ican money out there; he showed con- 
clusively that an elaborate system of 
railroads would do much for th@g@ future 
develoment of the islands—as it certainly 
would; but his showing of possible prof- 
its was not one calculated to appeal to 
capital which is 
the cent-per-cent side pretty closely, and 
there was a general consensus of opin- 
ion that the home field still presents the 
better for capital seeking in- 
vestment in railroads. 
Nothing in It. 

And so it has been in all the broader 
ines. As things now stand, beer is about 
American product that has 
ound its way into the Philippines in 
ny appreciable quantity. Perhaps there 
would be investment in sugar lands if 
he planters were permitted to import 
“hinese coolie labor by the wholesale 
amLif Philippines sugar were to be ad- 
mitted Into this country free of duty— 
two ‘ifs!’ which in the very nature of 
things ane insurmountable. 

For thfse reasons, American

picture—the heavy cost of maintaining 
the army and navy there. Senator Hale’s 
statement that the retention of the Phil- 
ippines will necessarily bring the annual 
cost of the navy up to $200,000,000 as 
against less than half that sum were 
the country free of that responsibility 
has opened the eyes of a good many 
people here in Washington and through- 
out the country. 
The case, viewed from the material side, 

resolves itself to this: 

There is absolutely nothing in the 
Philippines for American capital. 

There is even less, if that be possi- 


ble, for American labor. 

These things have been demonstrated. 
Add to these fe fact that there has 
ceased to be any politics in the ‘don't 
haul down the flag’’ business, and the 
warrant for my statement that republi- 
can politicians are taking a saner view 
of the relationship between those far-off 
islands and the United States becomes 
apparent. 

Same Terms as with Cuba. 

Everything we have or could ever 
hope to have under the present colonial 
Fystem, which is, in every way, a bur- 
den to us, could be secured by granting 
the Filipinos independence on the same 
terms that have been. accorded the Cu- 
bans. We might exercise the same sort 
of protectorate over the foreign rela- 
tions of the insular government that we 
exercise over Cuba, thus protecting the 
new government from outside aggression. 
We could insure to ourselves equal op- 
portunifles in Philippines trade through 
favored nation provisions in our treaty, 
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try and those far-off islands, for they ) We could secure such naval coaling sta- 
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tions as we might desire, and also a 
great naval station at Olongapo such as 
is contemplated, just as we have secured 
such a station at Guantanamo, 


In short, we could secure all of the ben- | 


efits possible under the colony system— 
for that in its last analysis is what the 
present system is—without continuing 
to assuMe the present burdens, 

The flag? 

The flag has been hauled down in Cuba 
amid genera] rejoicing—just as genera! 
in this country as in Cuba.’ . Instead 
of its heing lowered in disgrace, it has 
been lowered in honor. Exactiy the 
same would be true were similar action 
taken in the Philippines. The only pos- 
sible dishonor that involved in its 
fiying as the hated emblem of the con- 
queror over an alien and subject race. 

The Greatest Danger. 

Attempt to disguise it as we may, 
there is constant danger in this republic 
attempting to carry on the business of 
ruling colontes. The danger is not 
to the people governed, but to the iIn- 
stitutions of this democratic republic. 
We can give as good and just a govern- 
ment as any other country could give— 
that is not to be doubted. But, how- 
ever long the Philippines are held, they 
must be held as a colony; no sane man 
would ever advocate their admissien 
to statehood when they would have a 
voice in shaping the affairs and insti- 
tutions of this great, homogenous, dis- 
tinctly American republic. THeir rela- 
tion must, therefore, be ever that of col- 
ony; and while they might in some small 
ways be gainer by that, the United States 
would be the loser in al] large ways. 

The time has come when this question 
can be discussed and considered dispas- 
sionately. The time has come when the 
great problem of permanent reiation- 
ship should be settled, and settled right. 

There is but one right way—Philippines 
independence with the same mutual 


guarantees under which the interests of 
the republics of Cuba and the United 
States are So closely linked. 

It may be that the Filipinos are not 
ready for independence; but the United 
States should be ready, willing, glad to 
give them promise of it.

STATE’S MINER 


NDER the direction of State Geol- 
[J ogist W. S. Yeates, the state ge0- 

logical display is being gotten into 
shape rapidly, and in a few days the 
bulk of it will be in St. Louis. It will be 
an exceedingly creditable exhibit, and 
will embrace the marbles and minerals 
which go to make up such a large part 
of Georgia's natural wealth. In addition 
to the marbles, minerals, ete., Professor 


Yeates has in charge the display of 
woods, and this will be a very fine 
one, 


The state geological board is composed 
of Governor Terrell, State Treasurer 
Park, Comptroller General Wright, 
Commmissioner of Agriculture Stevens, 
School Commisssioner Merritt, Attorney 
Genera] Hart and Secretary of State 
Cook. 

The hoard held a meeting Thursday, at 
which Professor Yeates made a report 
in regard to the progress of the work 
committted to his care. 

The Geological display will be In the 
mines and metallurgy building and will 
be a systematic collection of the min- 
erale of Georgia arranged in. six large 
plate glass and mahogany cases. There 
will be five cases of ores and one con- 
taining a special exhibit of aluminum ore 
with a display of culinary articles made 
of aluminum produced from Georgia 
bauxite. 

There will be a systematic eollection 
of Georgia building and ornamental 
stones consisting of over eighty dressed 
cubes polished on one side and finished 
in various architectural designs on the 
other. 

In speaking of the minera) exhibit, Pro- 
fessor Yeates said: 

‘We will have a very elaborately carw 
ed and polished monument of Elbert 
county granite from Oglesby. This is 
being prepared by the Croggins Granite 
Company. We will have a 15-foot Corin- 
thian column of white marble loaned 
by the Southern Marble Company, of 
Pickens county. There will be four pol- 
ished Corinthian columns of 8 feet jin 
height, one of white marble, one of gray, 
one of pink and one black and white 
mottled. There will be one large panel 
of black and white mottled marble known 
as Creole. It will be composed of three 
slabs and will] be 8 by !2 feet with the 
panels so matched for harmony a8 to be 
by all odds the prettiest piece I have 
ever seen. There will be two panels, 8 
by 8, of two slabs each, matched, oné 
of pink and one of gray.

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THEIR WAGES 


Reduction: of 20 Per. Cent 
for the Iron Work- 
ers. 


Pittsburg, March !9.—Reduction of 20 
per cent below the wage scale of 1!903- 
04 is the proposal that will be submitted 
next week to the tin and sheet lodges of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers. The proposal is 
the outgrowth of a joint meeting of the 
general executive board of the associa- 
tion, and the officers of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company. The meet- 
ing lasted three days, concluding at 10 
o'clock tonight. 

The new scale will be submitted to the 
tin and sheet lodges on Tuesday next. 
The vote on the scale must be in by 
April 2. If adopted it will be effective 
from: March 21. It will have the recom- 
mendation of the Amalgamated officials. 

After the meeting tonight Theodore T. 
Shaffer, president of the Amalgamated 
Association, made a statement for pub- 
lication. He said that the reduction which 
is proposed is caused by the commercial 
Stringency and the keen competition 
which exists in the tin and sheet trade 
and the fact that there are many idle 
mills of this kind with thousands of 
Amalgamated men out of employment. 
A direct reply. to the question whether 
the reduction would result in idle mills 
starting up again wag insisted on. He 
then said this question had been asked 
by Amalgamated officers of both the 
American company and the independents 
and that the uniform reply was that no 
such assurance could be given and that 
a few weeks after the scale was actual- 
ly assumeaQ would be required for the 
manufacturers tO secure’ orders on the 
new Dasis.

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SCHOOL BURNS: 
NARROWESCAPES 


‘Sensational Scenes at Burn- 


ing of Benedict Memorial 
School. 


The destruction by fire of the Benedict 
Memorial school, located. about 3 miles 
from Cedartown, Ga., was a conflagration 
with many sensational features which 
have not yet been made public. Several 
people narrowly escaped with their lives 
and some of the boys displayed a heroism 
which is rarely ever witnessed in youths 
of such tender years. 

At 2 o’clock on the morning of March 
11, one of the boys awoke to find the 
two-story building a mass of flames. He 
quickly gave the alarm and @ scene = 
terror and confusion followed. Miss M2 
tra- ‘Morel, whose home is in Atlanta, vee 
who was one of the teachers, faced the 
flames and smoke to arouse the smaller 
boys and she had to drag them from 
their beds to g@ve their lives. 

Professor Aiken was forced to climb 
from a window on a rope to keep from 
being burned to death. Others were 
saved by boys placing ladders to the win- 
dows. : 

No one was a victim of the flames. No- 
body saved any effects except Miss Louise 
Stenbrenner, who, afiter saving the life 
of Professor George Benedict’s mother, 
dragged her trunk from the building, 

Boys were taken to the home of Pro- 
fessor Benedict near by and clothed with 
anything that could be found convenient. 
Some of them wore dresses and others 
had to put on blouses and ladies’ sweat- 
ers, 

Robert Zaner and Cleve Hawkins, two 
of the boy students, were saved by climb- 
ing from their rvomg on a ladder. 

The school bell, which had been donated 
by a patron as a debt of gratitude for 
the kind attention his son had received at 
the institution, fell with a crash, and 
as it fell it gave forth a loud and fare- 
well peal. It Is said that those who 
heard t+ were greatly awed and star- 
tled. Clan Lapsley, the boy who always 
rang the bell, tried to give it a last ring 
after the fire was out, but the bel] was 
broken. He turned away and wept. 

The Benedict Memorial school was es- 
tablished several years ago as an Epis- 
copal institutéion, but it was patronized 
by all denominations because of its ex- 
cellent educational facilities It was 
erected in memory of Rev. Samuel Ren- 
edict, one of the most devout clergymen 
in the state. It has had very little out- 
side assistance. Professor George Bene- 
dict had no dnsurance on the building. 
He is now continuing his school in a 
mill house, 

“Such a noble school,” says Miss Mo- 
rel, “in such a time of distress and trou- 
ble should receive the aid of the good 
people Of Georgia who are interested 7 
educationad institutions.”’

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'_F.H. RICHARDSON DEAD 


AFTER LONG ILLNESS| 
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F. H RICHARDSON, 
The Distinguished Southern J ournalist Who Died Yesterday at His 
Home in East Point. 
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Was One of the Best Known Newspaper Men in 
the South and His Career Had Been 
Brilliant. 


Frank Henry Richardson is dead. 

His iliness of seventeen months ended 
yesterday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

He expired at his residence in East 
Point. He was attended during his last 
moments by his wife, who was his faith- 
ful nurse during his long illness, by his 
daughter and other members of his fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Richardson has been growing feeble 
for some time. It was known that he 
could not live very long, and the efforts 
of the phys’cians and those who attended 
him were directed principally toward 
making his last moments as peaceful as 
possible, 

Last Monday morning it was noticed 
that his condition had grown very much 
worse. On that day he suffered a ner- 
cous attack that was extremely alarm- 
ing. On Tuesday he lost consc/ousness, 
and he remained unconscious until the 
end came. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Leila 
Connor Richardson; his daughter, Miss 
Leila Richardson, aged 1!3 years; his 
mother, Mrs. F. M. Richardson; two 
brothers, W. W. Richardson, managing 
editor of the Washington, D. C., Times, 
and Edward Richardson, a clerk in the 
pension department at Washington; one 
sister, Mrs. Lula Rood; h’s aunt, Mrs. 
Anna Rogers, and the mother of his wife, 
Mrs. S. T. Guerry. 

His Long Illness. 

The last illness of Mr. Richardson be- 
gan during the early part of November, 
1902. At that time he suffered a general 
nervous collapse, which practically con- 
fined him to his bed until the following 
January, when he went to Macon to re- 
cuperate. He remained in Macon until 
May, 1903, when he again resumed his 
work as editor in chief of The Atlanta 
Journal. He remained at work only @ 
few days, however, as his condition be- 
came so serious that it was believed he 
would die at that time. He again went 
to Macon, but was brought back to his 
home in East Point, near Atlanta, last 
fall, and there he remained during the 
last months of his illness. e 

His attending physician was Dr. George 
©. Trimble, of East Point, who did 
everything possible for the dying man 

Was Lovable Uharacter: 

The death of Mr. Richardson will be 
the cause of much deep and genuine sor- 
row in Atlanta. He had thousands of 
friends here, to whom he had endeared 
himeelf by those lovable traits which 
were a part of him and which it was im- 
possible for him to suppress. 

Big hearted, sweet mannered, genial of 
spirit with wit that was always ready 
and which always sparkled, he easily 
won his way into the hearts of those he 
met. It would be difficult to say whether 
he loved his friends more than they loved 


* him. 

As a newspaper man Mr. Richardson 
‘had no superiors. Having commenced his 
professional career as a reporter he knew 
the work from the life of the new re- 
porter to that of the editor in chief of 4 
dally paper. He wielded a brilliant and 
factie pen and his writing since his ill- 
ness began have been greatly missed. His 


death is a distinct loss to Américan jour- 
nalism., 

As an orator he was as widely known 
as any man in this section of orators. 
For years he was in demand at public 
gatherings, and whenever he appeared the 
audience invariably called for him. His 
reputation ‘as an orator was known 
throughout the entire country and he 
was frequently called upon from distant 
cities, 

Mr. Richardson was still in his prime. 
He was only 49 years of age. His death 
has cut short a career that had brilllant 
prospects ahead. 

Sketch of His Life. 

Mr. Richardson was born June 24, 
1855, in Thomaston, Ga. He was the son 
of Francis M. Richardson, a wealthy 
man of that section of the state. He 
was the eldest of four children. 

His father moved to Atlanta when Mr. 
Richardson was 4 years of age. He 
was consequently réared in Atlanta and 
received his early schooling here. 

In the year 1870 he entered Emory 
college at Oxford as a sophomore and 
then began a briliiant college career, 
which ended with his graduation with 
second honor in 1873. He Was a mem- 
ber of the Chi Phi fraternity, 

Directly after receiving his diploma he 
returned to Atlanta and read law under 
Gartrell & §tephens, leaders of the At- 
lanta bar. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1875. 

During 1876 he discontinued the prac- 
tice of law and went to Columbus, Ga., 
where he engaged himself as a reporter 
on The Times. He did reportorial work 
on that paper until 1877, when he re- 
turned to Atlanta to accept a position 
on the local staff of The Constitution, 
Ile remained a reporter in Atlanta until 
1880, when he was sent by The Consti- 
tution to Washington as its Special cor- 
respondent at the national capital. 

For seven years he remained in Wash- 
ingtor’ and the brilllant work he did 
while there is still talked of among the 
Older members of the national congress 
and by those of the old newSpaper men 
who are still on duty in Washington, 

In 1887 Mr. Richardson left the ser- 
vice of The Constitution and Went to 
Macon to accept the place of editor in 
chief of The Macon Telegraph. While 
in Macon his wedding to Miss Leila Con- 
nor, one of the brilllant young Women 
of Macon, who survives him, took place. 

In 1889 he left The %gacon Telegraph 
to accept the position of editor in chief 
of The Atlanta Journal, which position 
he held until his death, although he hase 
written nothing during the past several 
months. 

Although of brilliant mind and of ex- 
cellent qualificafforms for public office, Mr. 
Richardson never consented to the use 
of his name by those who desired him to 
enter politics. He was delegate at large 
from Georgia to the democratic national 
convention of 1902 and his counsel was 
frequently sought by the leaders in this 
state, but further than that he did not 
go in accepting honors from his party.

Trading was unusually heavy, 
the recorded transactions in July-August 
up to 12:15 o’clock numbering 53. or 
more than three times the business dur- 
ing the same time on An ordinary day. 
In the last half hour the short session 
the market was quieter and prices fell 
away slightly, but finally closed steady 
at a net-loss of 33 to 4! points. The 
Official spot quotations were reduced 50 
points, American middling being quoted 
at 7.74. The effect of the suspension 
of Sully & Co. was not so great as ex- 
pected.

New York, March 19.—Nothing that has 
ever happened in the cotton market was 
more of a surprise than the enacture of 
yesterday.

planation of the failure. A break of a 
cent and a half should not-result in fail- 
ure when the former decline of 5c did 
not cause a single suspension. It must 
be the firm has over extended its opera- 
tions and Jost money in other directions, 
It is stated the firm had interests in 
stocks, coffee and grain. It is now a 
question what is to be done.

Miller’s Weekly Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 19.—Other events and 
generally influencing factors im the cot- 
ton market have been cast aside for the 
time being, giving place to the sensa- 
tional and panicky effect of the announce- 
ment of the fallure of D. J. Sully & Co. 
The market, which was quiet, but almost 
weak just before the failure, became witd 
and quickly sold off 150 to 175 points. 
The failure, of course, comes as a great 
shock and surprise to the cotton pebdple 
and the trading public of the world, and 
just what the ultimate effect will be it ts 
hard to forecast. Sully & Co. did a large 
general commission business, and their 
cients were from every section of the 
country, so that losses tonight are in- 
calculable. May sold down 200. points 
from the close the night before. This 
tends to shake out all long interest, and 
it is imvossible to surmise what amount 
of short interest has been created in this 
market in order to bring out the immense 
amount ef long cotton, said t be some 
300,000 bales held by the suspended firm, 
which, when the effort is made to cover, 
it will tend to force prices very much 
higher. The statistical position of the 
staple is unchanged, and if there is any 
break in the spot market, both local and 
foreign spinners will be heavy buyers, 
quickly absorbing the small stock now r:e- 
maining in America. We would, there- 
fore, favor buying on this break. Receipts 
continue light and the in sight movement 
this season is about 270,000 bales behind 
last year. In order to equal the in sight 
movement of last year for the halance 
of the season,.we must bring into sight 
nearly 70,000 bales per week for the next 
twenty-three weeks; that is, util August 
31, and from all the information we can 
get, the receipts will not exceed an ay- 
erage of 50,000 bales per week, so that 
the total crop will not much exceed our 
previous estimate of 9,958,000 bales.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, March 19.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The feature of the official statement 
of the New York associated banks last 
week was the wide discrepancy between 
the cash changes as shown by the bank 
returns and those indicated by the esti- 
mates which were based on the traceable 
movements of money during the week. 
The official statement showed an unac- 
countable loss Of $2,690,309 cash, while 
the estimates called for a gain of about 
this sum, or $2,743,000, The deposits de- 
creased $255,200 and the required re- 
sérve was thereby reduced $63,800, de- 
ducting which from the loss of cash as 
above left $2,626,500 as the decrease in 
surplus reserve to $27,310,575. Com- 
puted on the basis of deposits, less those 
of $40,488,700 public funds, the surplus 
is $37,432,750. Tne government deposits, 
it may be noted, were increased $953,700, 
making $3,598,400 since February. 6. 
Loans increased as was expected, but 
not to the extent looked for, the amount 
of gain being $1,519,800. The statement 
did not show a good balance, the sum of 
the loss of cash legs the increase in loans 
being greater by $915,300 than the de- 
crease in deposits. This failure of the re- 
turn to balance was probably due to the 
bank merger operations, Circulation de- 
creased $1,048,800 during the week, mak- 
ing $8,011,600 since January 2. The av- 
erage daily clearings were $185,000,000, 
an increase of $25,000,000 as compared 
with the previous week, reflecting more 
active speculation on the stock exchange 
and possibly shifting the loans due to the 
collapse in the cotton dea]. The clearings 
reported on Saturday, representing Fri- 
day’s business, were $190,475,248, or 
above the average. One incident of the 
week was the merger of the Central na- 
tional by the Citizens national, whicti be- 
came effective on Monday. The cavital 
of the latter was increased by $1,000,000, 
which was the amount of capital of the 
Central, The loans, cash and deposits of 
the Citizens were augmented through the 
operations of the merger. 

Comparisons of toans of the assoclated 
banks show that three of the larger in- 
stitutions gained six millions: the CitI- 
zens, as the result of the consolidation 
indicated, an increase of seven millions. 
Comparisons of each show that four 
banks lost $4,400,000 net; the Citizens 
gzined $2.400.000 through absorptionis 
from the Central,

New York, March 19.—Liverpool this 
morning were exceedingly bullish from 
our point of view. New York looked for 
a decline of at least 70 points in the for- 
eign market, while it. only dropped 40 to 
43 points, consequently our market open- 
@€d 30 points better than last night's clos- 
ing prices. Sully announced this morning 
that his firm would resume business in 
course of a day or two, but this talk is al- 
ways anticipated in a case of this kind, 
and it is very doubtful if he will ever re- 
sume business, and if he should he would 
never gain the prominence that he once 
held. In view of the fact that cotton has 
declined over 300 points in two days we 
would advise our patrons to watch closely 
the upward turn and buy for a good 
profit. Cotton is now about bottom and we 
look for a quick turn as soon as the pub- 
lic and the big speculators have recoveréd 
from the shock of Sully’s failure. While 
many are expecting to see the July and 
May options sell as low as 12c, we fail to 
see what they base their opinion upon. 
There is no doubt but that cotton is ex- 
tremely scarce and might say all has been 
marketed. A crop of 12,000,000 bales 
would not put cotton under Ii2c. The very 
bullish crop estimates place the figures 
for this year at 11,500,000, maximum. We

The Howell J ones Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 19.—The Liverpol 
cables on cotton were much better than 
expected. They were due to come 70 to 
74 points lower on the old and 22 lower on 
new options. The opening was 40 to 44 
lower and closed net 33 to 41 lower. Un- 
der the circumstances the market opened 
higher and advanced appreciably from the 
lower levels. Throughout the day there 
was much nervousness and uncertainty, 
and comments on the market must neces- 
sarily be rather c-utious, since there were 
further difficult’es in certain quarters and 
additional fa‘iures were predicted.

THE ORE BODY.

LITTLE HACKEE, 


OR GROUND SQUIRREL 


By Heien Harcourt. 

Those in our headlines. are only two 
of the many names bestowed upon this 
béautiful little animal. We of the south 
know him best by the above titles, but 
he is a creature of many aliases, though 
not at all from any fault or criminality 
of his own. ‘Even though -_ hag this 
characteristic in common with the rogues 
of our big cities, the hackee is no 
rogue, but a perfectly honest little fel- 
low, and his half dozen or more names 
must be laid at the door of those whom 
no doubt he regards as two-legged giants, 
those very giants who add injury to in- 
@ult by sometimes killing him, or robbing 
him of his winter's provisions. 

The naturalists call him tamias lysteri. 
He is one of the ground squirrels, as 
distinguished from the main body of the 
face, who are expert trea climbers. The 
Ground squirrels are burrowers, as their 
popular name indicates, and seldom ¢limb 
a@ tree of any height. Tamias, the name 
of the genus, is a Greek word signifying 
a storekeeper, and this name is given the 
ground squirrel tecause he possesses 
cheek pouches in which to store or carry 
nuts. The people of New England call 
him the chipmunk. To the people of 
the middle states he is best known as the 
chippee, or chipping squirrel. The Ger- 
mans of New York and Pennsylvania call 
him the fence mouse, because he is 80 
@mall and loves to frisk about among 
the fence rails, while, as we have seen, 
his southern name is. hackee or the 
ground squirrel. Certainly our § Hhttle 
friend has plenty of names tacked on to 
his small body. 

He is a merry little fellow, and one well 
worth the watching. In form he is 
@ainty and elegant, and his suit of clothes 
is one not to be despised even by more 
pretentious individuals. Upon his back 
and sides f@re drawn five longitudinal 
Diack stripes, and two streaks of yellow- 
ish white, reaching from his neck to the 
dainty tail that ends the upper garment. 
This coat is the uniform Of his family, 
eo that it is easily recognized wherever 
found. His vest is white, and so is his 
cravat. That is, as a rule, for there are 
exceptions, and wonce in a while a 
hackee is seen wearing a gray or black 
vest and cravat. These, perhaps, are 
the elders, deacons or ministers of the 
tamias, nation. The hackee's legs do not 
show this variation. They are always 
the same, and S80 is his cap. Both are a 
‘dark orange brown. The entire suit of 
the lively little creature is so beautiful 
that if there were not so many of him, 
his fur would be valued almost as highly 
as sable or ermine. But it is the usual 
etory, “Familiarity breeds contempt,” or, 
as we once heard this proverb quoted, 
“Familiarity breeds despise.” 

Very Pugnacious. 

Just |! inches long is our friend, the 
thackee, though once there is a variation 
here, just ag there is in his suit of 
clothes. His jerky tai] takes up just 4 
inches of his total length. The male 
is 2 pugnacious little fellow, and is noth- 


ing loth to have a fight whenever the 


opportunity presents itself, but only with 
other gentlemen of his own race. So 
swift and violent are his motions tn these 
combats, that it is said by some that 
their tails frequently snap asunder. It 
is a fact that the tails of certain small 
lizards do snap to pieces when suddenly 
startled, for this is something that the 
writer has seen in person, on the isth- 
mts of Panama. But as to the niwre 
substanthal tail of the hackee behaving 
in this very eccentric manner, this {fs a 
statement that seems rather on the Mun- 
chausen order. Can any of The Sunny 
Scuth readerg confirm it from personal 
observation? It is quite true that the 
tal. of the hackee is wonderfully brittle, 
but ‘such impromptu amputation would 
be more wonderful still. 

This tiny squirrel is one of the most 
lively and frisky of creatures, so much 
60 that he ‘has been frequently compar- 
ed to the wren, which, as everyone 
knowns, is One of the most lively of 
bifds. As we have noted, it is not in tall 
trees that we must look for the hackee. 
Hig favorite haunts are among the 


brushwood and small timber. Here he 
jumps and whisks about among _ the 
branches, springing here and there in 
his own quick, jerky way, apparently 
full of business and importance, and 
uttering his quaint lfftle cry, like the 
chip, chippeee, of newly hatched chick- 
ens. As such times the reason for com- 
paring him with the wren is very plainly 
to be seen. It is because of this odd call 
of ‘“‘chip, chip, chippee,’’ that he has 
as one of hi ames that of the chippee, 
or chipping ‘squirrel. 

He is not as wise a little fellow as 
he might be, for he does not know 
enough to keep quiet when h#s enemy, 
the small boy, comes in sight. Instead 
he gets very much excited, and though 
he runs along his favorite promenade, 
the fence rails, he chips so:loudly as to 
attract the attention that might other- 
wise have passed him by. And then, 
alas, a stick or stone, skilfully wielded 
or thrown, often ends his happy life. 
And jst here, as the time is close at 
hand for the poor hackee or chippee to 
come out of his burrow into the warm 
spring sunshine, it would be a good and 
humane thing for the parents of this 
smal] boy to impress on him the cruelty 
of persecuting this little, helpless ani- 
mal. Ask him if it really makes him 
feel happier to rob the poor hackee of 
its joyous life, to break up its hard 
won home, to leave its little ones to per- 
ish of hunger. One blow of his stick, 
one throw of a stone, mean all of these 
things for the innocent squirrel. Ask 
your boy what he would think of. the 
giant, who, seeing his father and moth- 
er searching for food for him and his 
brothers and sisters, should, ‘just for 
fun,’’ kill them, and leave their children 
to die of starvation, because there was 
no more any loving parents to bring 
them food. Ask him if he would not 
think such a giant both wicked and crue} 
thus to use his superior strength to de- 
stroy creatures weaker than himself, 
“just for fun.” And then tel) him, this 
boy who sins more from want of thought 
than for love of cruelty, that when he 
kills one of these squirrels or any other 
harmless creature. that he js acting the 
part of the wicked giant, and that there 
if One who sees and notes the cruel 
act, One who loves all the lHving things 
that He has made, so that not eVen a 
sparrow can fall to the ground. without 
His knowledge. Mofher, father. tell your 
boys these,truths, and then let them go 
and sin no more from want of thought. 
He ista hold little fellow, this tiny 
squirrel, and if not startled by loud 
voices or quick movements, will sit up 
on his haunches and look calmly at the 
big biped whose purpose is merely to 
watch and not to harm him. The hackee 
is always going about, seeking, not what 
he can devour, but what he can carry 
home, in the nut line, Though he will 
pause and counterwatch the two-legged 
giant who is watching him, he never 
wastes much time in this way, but will 
suddenly start off with a frisk and Jump 
as if struek by the recollection that his 
little wife has sent him to market, and 
that it would be cne part of wisdom not 
to delay any longer. Father hackee has 
a pretty good temper of his own, but 
Mother Hackee has also her share. So 
away he goes, with a hop, skip and 
jump, to hunt up some nuts and acorns. 
And as he goes he puts on a funny air 
of bravado, as ir he knew that he would 
get a scolding presently at home, and did 
not care if he did. “‘Chip, chip, chippee,’’ 
he exclaims, and then starts off in a des- 
perate hurry. 

It is not long before he comes back 
with the basketful of provisions for his 
family, like the faithful husband and 
father that he is. It is a-tasket filled to 
overflowing, and little hackee looks very 
eomical if consequence, just as if he 
had a violent toothache or the mumps, 
especially the mumps. His market bas- 
ket ig unique, and is always stuffed as 
full as possible when returning from a 
visit to his market, It partakes In this, 
of the nature of the proverbial omnibus. 
This basket is of Dame Nature’s weav- 
ing, and ?fts sides extend from jaw to jaw. 
with an outside covering of fur and 
whiskers. 


The way in which the cunning hackee 
packs his basket is as wonderful as the 


nm 


ali nuts have a sharp little point at one 
end, and this is especially true of the 
comon beaked nut, which is the favor- 
ite of the hackee. Our little friends 
knows very well that the sharp point 
would be almost certain to make a 
scratch, or hole in the side of his basket, 
Therefore, when he finds one of these 
sharp pointed nuts he sits up like a gen- 
tleman, and taking it in his fore paws, 
‘ bites off the sharp end. Then, and not 
till then, he pushes the now harmiess 
nut Into one side of his cheek-pouch bas- 
ket. Then he bites the point from an- 
other nut, and stows it in the other side. 


a These two nuts just fill up the two sides 
) of the market basket, but all the same 


he goes through the same precess with 
another nut, and thig he puts in his 
mouth between the other two. Then 
he takes a fourth nut between his teeth, 
and sets off home @ith his prizes. It is 
a curious fact that the hackee never 
takes any more nor less than the four 
nuts at a time. He will sometimes 
spend several minutes hunting for the 
fourth nut, when they happen to be 
scarce, ; 

Presently we will: visit his store houses 
and then we can form some idea of the 
number of trips that-the industrious lit- 
tle fellow makes, to and fro, in the 
course of the summer. Of course his 
wife helps, too, except when she is kept 
at home taking care of: the children. 
The hackee is a perfect miser in the 
matter of storing provisions. He gath- 
ers and hides away more, far more, than 
his family can possibly eat, and yet is 
not even then content to rest so long as 
another nut or acorn can be found. 

The burrow of the hackee is a rather 
complicated affair; with several. en- 
trances, which are always made under 
the shelter of a wall, an ol@ tree or a 
bank. The tunnels descend perpendic- 
ularly’ for about 3 feet and then branch 
in several winding directions, slightly 
ascending all the time. It will be well 
worth our while to follow our little 
friend down into his underground castle, 
not So easy a task, either, as one would 
imagine, for the tunnels that lead to it 
are many and torturous, with ramifica- 
tions somewhat like a veritable laby- 
rinth. All of them lead eventually to the 
Same spot, but with different doorways 
above ground. 

These elaborate tunnels, with -their 
twisting and byways, may seem to be a 
useless expenditure of strength and la- 
bor, but they have their object, and that 
object is escape from the numerous ene- 
mies that are ever putting the life of 
the defenseles little creature in peril. 
When 
the hackee leaps away for his burrow, 
and once there, is safe from the attacks 
or nine out ‘of ten of his enemies. But 
not from the tenth one. There is One 
that cannot be turned aside by the bur- 
row, but follows its windings with ease, 
never failing to reach the centra] castle 
or nest. This is the stoat or ermine. 
One of these was seen to enter the bur- 
row of a hackee, and in a few moments 
to emerge, licking its chops with an 
air of great enjoyment. The burrow 
was at once opened in order to find out 
just what destruction the stoat had 
wrought, and this wag found to be to the 
fullest possible extent. The mother 
hackee and her five little ones were lying 
in their cosy nest dead. The luxurious 
stoat had satisfied its appetite by suck- 
ing their blood, without, as usual, eating 
their flesh. 

As we have already noted, the tunnel 
runs straight downwards for about 3 
feet, and the branches, extending 10 feet 
Or more in various directions trending 
upward all the time, until One central 
point is reached. This is the home of the 
little burrowers, the birthplace and cra- 
die of their babies. It is a circular cham- 
ber, with its walls and floor lined and car- 
peted with fine leaves and moss. Here, 
hestling in the midst of this cosy nest, 


-the periods of the two annual broods, 
we will find five dear little furry crea- 
“ures whose tiny, bright eyes twinkle 
with fear at our intrusion. If either the 
mother or father chance to be present, 
they will stay, ready to make a fierce 
fight for their young. For, as we have 
seen, the hackees have a good slice of 
bad temper, and are quite ready to hunt 
for a quarrel, even without the incentive 
of defending their little ones, 

Leading from this snug nursery are 
three or four side galleries used Only as 
store bouses. First, one is) made and 
filled to overflowing, then another and 
another, and so on all through the sum- 
mer and fall, until the cold days and 
nights of November or December drive 
the industrious little hackees into their 
winter quarters. When that Sad time 
comes, the last basketful of nuts is emp- 
tied in the store house, and the entrances 
to the burrow are closed to open no 
more until the spring time warmth, strik- 
ing down into the earth, tells the story 
of the happy time at hand, when once 
more the tunnel doors may be thrown 
open. 

Crowded Bins. 

The store houses of the hackee are 
something to marvel it—only four nuts 
to a trip, and look at the abundance 
that is stored here! Close to the nest, 
so as to be handy for the little ones, 
is at least a pint of wheat and corn, 
and further away, in the store houses, 
we find two quarts of hazel nuts, one 
quart of pecans, some Indian corn, half 
@ peck of wild plum stones, a Seck of 
acorns, a peck of hickory nuts, and a 
pint of grass seed. Quite a variety of 
provisions, yOu see, and in wondrous 
quantity, considering the small basket 
that carried it all, 

Certainly the hackee has no need te 
fear the wolf’s stopping at his door, un-

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disgrace of our humanity, does some 
times happen to the poor little hackee. 
It seemg.a hard thing to believe, but it 
is true that sometimes wicked men and 
boys who. are too lazy to hunt for them~- 
Selves, will’ search out the burrows of 
the poor hackees, and then watch them 
until the.cold weather has closed their 
doors. They khow then that the hackee 
has finfshed his hard summér’s work, 
and completed the store of provisions 
for’the support. of the family during the 
long winter months, when they are all 
shut up together below ground. This is 
the time that these cruel men choose, 
to break into the .hackee’s storehouses 
and rob him of all his hard earned food. 
It is difficult to believe that the world 
holds such mean, contemptible people, 
who can stoop to r@, not strong men 
who can defend thengselves, but helpless 
creatures who have toildd for months 
to provide food for their l&tle. ones. But 
unhappily it Is true. Both men and 
boys rob .the hackee of alli his stores, 
knowing too, that the poor little’ squir- 
rel and his wife and Nttle ones must 
starve for want of the food they have 
stolen from them.’ 

These tiny animals are doigg a good 
work for-us too, al] the time they are so 
industriously working for themselves. 
They seldom use upal!l their force of food, 
but leave some ofthe nuts in the 
ground. These’ germinate and push 
their way into the sunshine, and become 
stately trees. Many are the noble oaks, 
chestnuts, hickories, wild plums, and 
walnuts, that we owe to the planting of 
the hackee or ground. squirrel. 

The habit, tmstinct; heredity, call it 
what you will, that is inborn in wild 
animals in all things mecessary to their 
safety and welfare, was so forcibly and 
amusingly illustrated in’ the instance of 
a domesticated ground . squirrel that 
came under the writer’s notice, that it 
is well worth the telling. 

Skip was a hackee that had been taken 
from his nest, and brought up as a pet, 
not that he was always a very desira- 
ble one, either, for he was o.ten pugna- 
clous and sulky, and too fond of biting 
his best friends. Still, he was a comical 
little fellow in many ways.

PERU A LAND OF FLEES, 
FEVER AND GAMBLING 


By Frederic J. Haskins. 

IMA, PERU, is noted for pretty 
|. women, its scenic railway and its 

fleas. The person who runs away 
from Guayaquil to escape the mosquitoes, 
comes on to Lima only to encourter fleas. 
I: is merely another case of leaping from 
the frying pan into the fire. A stranger 
in Lima causes great excitement among 
the fleas. During the first few hours they 
explore his person so thoroughly that 
they leave tracks ali over him. If the 
new comer ventures On the street, he Is 
besieged by another king of pest—the 
vender of lottery tickets. Lima Is as 
lottery ridden as it is flea bitten. Every 
time you pay your fare On the mule car 
you get a lottery ticket for change. 

The railroad that climbs up the steep 
Andes from Lima is indeed a wonder. 
It cost more money than it will ever 
earn. It is known as the “Folly of 
Meiggs,’’ that being the name of the 
plunger who put it through. Its construc- 
tion cost so many millions that it broke 
the government of Peru, and put the 
country’s paper money in the gutter. 
There are no bank notes in circulation 
‘here. The people have no faith in money 
that will not rattle. You cannot blame 
them when you Jearn that many of them 
have enough repudiated bank notes to 
paper the inside of their houses. But 
that railroad ig a wonder, even if it did 
Gome high. In 60 miles there are fifty 
four tunnels, thirteen switchbacks, two 
loops, and one of the highest bridges in 
the world. In-’1!06 miles it climbs to an 
elevation of 15,600 feet, which is high 
enough to cause the average persons 
nose to bleed. The scenery along the 
route is simply grand, but the grade 1s 
too steep to make the hauling of freignt 
profitable at rates in vogue in the states. 

An American company is opening up 
what is suid to be the largest deposit 
of: silver and copper ore in the world. 
The famed Cerro de Pasco mine has 
been operated for 272 years, but always 
with indifferent success because of the 
crude methods practiced. Some idea 
the enormity of the proposition may be 
had from the size of one of the excava- 
tions, which is 2,500 feet long, !00 feet 
wide and 300 feet deep. The ore from 
this cut was carried out on the backs of 
men. The new company is engaged 
constructing an extension of the _ Yrail- 
way to its property and a smelter is being 
erected that will have a capacity 
1,000 tons a day. 
tions of this concern’ will cost many mil- 
lions. 
>new line of railway down to the coast, 
open a new port, and put on their line 
of steamers to the states. The company 
is made up of seven men who have their 
own capital, and who have no stock to 
Offer the public. They claim that be- 
fore they are through with the deal 
ghey will have the greatest foreign min- 
ing venture backed by Americans, both 
from the point. of capital invested, as 
well as the earning power of the prop- 
erty. The man in charge of the field 
work at present says the Peruvian gov- 
ernment has given them every encour- 
agement and inducement, and that they 
depend absolutely upon the safety of 
their investment. 

Daring Yankee Engineers. 

The operations of the yankee en- 
gineers are a gource of constant won- 
der and bewilderment to the fore‘gners. 
The daring way in which the Americans 
blow up mountains ‘that get in their 
way, or string bridges over seemingly 
impassable Canyons, almost takes their 
breaths away. On one job a contractor 
used about $80,000 worth of powder in 
blasting. He employed 8,000 men and 
completed a piece of work in less than 
three months, that loca] authorities said 
could not be done inside of ten years. 
He put 3,000 kegs of powder in one 
blast, and when the shot went off it 
tumbled over 700 train loads of rock 
down a cliff into a river. There was such 
amass of this debris that jit raised the 
water of the stream 55 feet in less than 
twenty minutes. The channel had ® te 
blasted out to let the water through. 
About fifty pounds of dynamite would 
be shoved into a place under a boulder 
the size of a box car, When the current 
was turned on the pieces from that 
boulder would go sailing over the hill 
like a flock of buzzards flying over a 
barn. 

It takes nerve for a bridge builder to 
Swing out over a canyon so deep that if 
he drops his monkey wrench it will take 
hig helper a, half day“to bring it back. 
If a man should fall from such a height 
there would not be enough of him left to 
make a grease spot. An engineer gave 
me a photo of forty-two mules strain- 
ing at a boiler which weighed eighteen 
tons. This massive piece of machinery 
was moved 18 miles over a mountain 
range where there wasn’t the sign of a 
road. At one point it was only moved 
18 feet in two days. But eventually it 
went over. The record shows few fail- 
ures when a start is once made. 


Peddling the Scriptures. 

The work of the agents of the Ameri- 
can and British Bible societies in Peru 
is another story of patient and persever- 
ing effort which is meeting with suc- 
cess. These fellows are practically book 
agentsselling to foreigners, the scrip- 
tures printed in their own language. 
They had a hard row to hoe when they 
opened up for business in Peru. This is a 
Catholic stronghold. and the situation is 
quite different from that in the United 
States. We have religious freedom, but 
here there is an agreement between the 
church and state that the latter shall 
embrace the Catholic religion, and pro- 
tect it to the extent of prohibiting the 
public exercise of any other form of 
worship. This agreement constitutes the 
fourth article of the Peruvian const:tu- 
tion, Of course, all Americans, Catholics 
and Protestants alike, believe in relig- 
ious liberty, because they have been 
brought up in it, and it is only natural 
that the Catho.ics here, who have always 
had a monopoly, should resent the in- 
trusion of their field, and the trespass 
upon their legal rmghts. 

W hen the book agents first came 
here they enceuntered sOme_ exciting 
times. Some of them were put in jail, 
and others had their literature taken 
away from them and burned. There 
Was not a great deal of serious inter- 
ference, however, for the reason that the 
influence of the free-thinking Catholic 
element in America was brought to bear 
on the situation, and the scripture ped- 
dling missionaries were soon let out of 
jail. They went right on selling their Bi- 
bles. Last year they disposed of over 
200,000 pieces of sacred literature ir 
Scuth America at the publishers’ cost 
price. They figure that if a man pays 
for a Bible, he will take care of it, but 
that if it is given to him for nothing he 
may not value is as highly. The testa-/ 
ment, the four gospels, the epistles, the 
psalms and proverbs are printed separ- 
ately in twelve different languages and 
in six different dialécts. 

The agents explain the teachings of 
the great book, and drouse interest in 
it, just like other book agents do, but 
they have to be careful not to hold open 
services. The government winks at their 
violation of the constitution, and as long 
as they do not put steeples on their mis- 
sions or ring bells for services they are 
not molested in their work. They con- 
duct their meetings just like a party is 
given in polite society in the United 


States—if you don’t receive an invitation 
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you are not expected, and if you don’t 
bring your card with you, you cant get 
by the doorkeéper.

A farmer jis a fool now who 
will plant cotton in the expectatian of 
hiring hands to cultivate the same, It 
is just out of the question to hire field 
hands any more. The negro men are all 
going to pblic works and locate their 
families around in the suburbs of the 
towns where their women wash and their 
children go to school or frolic in idleness, 
while the whites of the class that used 
to hire for field work are crazy on going 
to the factories, and so it resolves itself 
that no matter if farmers loose their 
heads over the high prices of cotton and 
increase the acreage, they can't cultivate 
it, gnd the work of preparing the ground 
and planting is thrown away. 

I used to find comfort in the hope that 
in the great multiplicity. of invention and 
machinery -t would resolve itself that just 
a few people could do the manufacturing 
work of the world and leave the bulk 
of workers to the pursuit of agriculture, 
but this not the case. The more ma- 
chinery introduced into the manufac- 
tories the greater the demand for work- 
ers in these plants and the greater grows 
the desire of people. to quit the farms 
to try on other lines. IT used to be a 
great advocate for factories in the south; 
I am not so much of an advocate that 
way any more. I had never calculated 
that our Georgia country people wouid 
go so crazy over working in these fac- 
tories. It is a fact that these new man- 
ufactores are causing the fields of Geor- 
gia to grow up in sedge and briars.- Land 
is being ‘‘turned out’ for the want of 


) hands to cultivate it, and the evil still 
grows. I feel in my heart that this 
trend is to prove a‘costly delusion in 
the long run, and people will eventually 
return to the farms, wiser and sadder 
and poorer. If I could be the nmheans 
of saving one good family from falling 
into this trap, [I should count my work 
well spent. It 1s wonderful to me that 
amy sensible man or woman can con- 
template the great competitions and not 
feel that the tension needs relief in all 
the pursuits save agriculture. Every pro- 
fession and every ‘‘calling’’ is crowded 
already, but still the people are crazy 
to enter into these untried flelds to escape 
what a foolish notion has made them 
think that farming is not a good thing 
for them to pursue, Eventually this 
foolish pation will be apparent, but thé 
suffering that wll occur before it is 
known is what we should all strive 
to prevent. Nothing on earth can pre- 
vent some of these people from leaving 
the farms to try other pursuits, but we 
may prevent some if we will all go to 
work striving on that line. After a 
family once leaves the farm and goes to 
these manufactories it is too late to 
save them. Not one family in a thousand 
that once breaks up and leaves the farm 
are ever able again to return. They 
grow poorer in this world’s goods, while 
their ideas of life grow larger. The chil- 
dren of such familles grow to demand 
more than their capacities are able to 
supply, and So grows discontent among 
‘them; but the last thing they would 
ever think of doing would be to return to 
the farm-~So it is, and so the thing 
to do is to prevent if possible any of 
these good people from falling into the 
trap. To accomplish this, we should all 
talk and feel favorable to country life. 
The glitter of town life has fooled many 
a good country family, and this dea of 
doing better at these factories than on 
the farm will fool many another. Not 
one country family In a hundred under- 
stands the blessedness of country life. 
Brown, behind his ox team, grits his 
teeth and is made mad as the gentleman 
in a fine carriage dasheg past h:m on 
the road, and he forgets every 
thing in connection with his lot fm life. 
He groans, his wife groans, his children 
groan.

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American nurses are proceeding to the 

seat of war in the Far East and will 
and cooperate with the army 
hurses of Japan in caring for sick and 
wounded members of the mikado’s troops. 
Dr. Anita Newcomb McGee, who is the 
originator of this unique movement, is 
well known to persons interested in hu- 
manitarian work in the United States. 
During the Spanish-American war she 
organized and was in charge of the 
United States army nutse corps, holding 
the rank of acting assistant surgeon of 
the United States army—the only woman 
Who ever held such a position. It was, 
j moreover, largely throweh her efforts 
‘that congress made the nurse corps of 
trained women a permanent part the 
army. 

Dr. McGee first took up the plan of 
having American nurses go to Japan as 
long ago as October, 1903, when the first 
Serious prospect of war appezred. She 
offered the serviees of herself and tel- 
low workers to the Japanese government 
at that time, and renewed the coffer when 
war was actually declared. The offictals 
at Tokio accepted gratefully, and have 
Buggested that she come at once, with a 
few picked nurses of the highest degree 
of surgical skill, arranging for others 
to follow afterward.

All go 
equisped with nursing uniforms of pongee 
silk, which is better adapted to field con- 
ditions than the ordinary white nursing 
ostume, Field and traveling suits will 
include a brown co&t, skirt and hat. All 
expenses Of the nurses in Japan ure to 
be paid by the Japanese government; 
but for the cost of transportation to the 
seat of war, equipment and incidentals, a 
fund is now being raised by popular 
subscription. Each American nurse who 
enlists assured that all expenses will 
be paid, but no salary is guaranteed 
However, any money received from the 
Japanese government, or from _ other 
sources, and which is not.-required to 
meet expenses, will be divided‘ among 
the women in lieu of salary. 

Since American women will toil side by 
side with the nursSes of Japan, it is in- 
teresting to note that the latter coh- 
stitute an organizaton of 800,000 mem- 
bers. It is not an indépendent organiza- 
tion, but-an integral part of the Japa- 
nese army, the members being paid by 
the government The Janenese institu- 
tion, which has the direct patronage of 
the emperor and empress, dévotes its 
prinQpa| efforts to the collection of 
money and supplies for relief work; but 
it also gives tnstruction in first aid, etc., 
to men who serve in the army. At Tokio, 
there is maintained a hospital where 
women nurses are trained, and several 
hundred have graduated, including many 
Japanese jadies of high position. 

Japan's acceptance of this offer of ser-

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vice is a graceful compliment and recog- 
nition of the fine professional training 
and high ability of American women. 
But it is not the only Instance in which 
the mikado’s government has paid tribute 
to the talent of the western republic. 
In many of our je@ding educational) instt- 
tutions, there are young Japanese who 
have come heré to,study under American 
teachers, and not a few of the leading 
women of Japan today are ladies who 
have enjoved the privilege of a certain 
amount of American training, either here 
Or in their own land under American 
preceptors, In these and many other 
ways the leading nation of the Orient, 
which has surprised the whole world by 
its remarkable development of energy on 
material and intellectual lines, has bene- 
fited by contact with Americans, 

The American aurfes, on arriving in 
the Orient, wil] proceed direct to Osaka, 
on the Inland sea, which is the military 
‘medical base of the Japanese army, and 
to which disabled troops come when sent 
home from the battle field. Inasmuch as 
Japanese women nurses have never been 
sent outside their own country, it is prob- 
able that the American women also will 
for a time confine their work to Japa- 
nese territory It is the intention of the 
Americans to study the Japanese lan- 
guage. That they will find many inter- 
esting coworkers is practically certain, 
Since in the Chino-Jaanese war the mi- 
kado’s government had as many as 500 
female nurses.»—Christian Herald. 
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FOLLOWING IN THE WAKE OF GURRENT 
RELIGIOUS DISCUSSIONS AND EVENTS 


A comprehensive weekly review of the interesting discussions and events

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Korean Missionaries Safe. 
HE outbreak of hostilities 
Russia and Japan, with the Korean 
peninsula as the center of the con- 
makes the welfare of Christian mis- 
sionaries Korea a matter of deep 60- 
licitude to their friends and the people 
of the home churches. The mission boards 
of America have, as a matter of pre- 
caution, forwarded the names of their 
missionaries in that country, and the 
state department has in turn sent the 
names to United States Minister Allen at 
Seoul, and to the commander of the 
United States war vessels in those waters. 
The government will do all in its power 
to safeguard the workers, whatever con- 
tingeney may arise. There are 256 Ameri- 
ean, English and French missionaries in 
Korea, besides about 150 children of 
American and English parents in fam- 
ilies of the missionaries. The Presby- 
terian foreign board has the largest num- 
ber, and French Roman Catholics, under 
a society called Missions Etrangers de 
Paris, are next in point of numbers. The 
Methodist church, the Church of England, 
and the Prtsbyterian church, south, have 
also a number of missionaries. There 
are .l69 some Danish and Russian 
workers. 

Jt is only nineteen years sinee Protest- 
ant missionary work was started in Ko- 
rea, the beginning being made when the 
Presbyterian board sent out Dr. H. N. 
Allen as a medical missionary. Dr. Alien 
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is today United States minister at Scout. 
When he went out, in 1884; Korea was 
a hermit nation in fact as in name, and 
he met much opposition. During a native 
insurrection, Dr. Allen saved the life of 
Prince Min Yong Ik, a nephew of the 
king, the latter showing ‘his gratitude by 
giving Dr. Allen a hospital. From that 
time conditions improved and other mis- 
sionaries began to come in. ‘The Chinese 
war furnished the missionaries the op- 
portunity to prove their bravery and 
friendship to the Koreans, and since that 
war the work has made rapid progress, 
more rapid, probably; than is shown mn 
any other field in the history of missions 
in the same length time. The Pres- 
byterians aione have now 323 congre- 
gations with 6.391 members, 79 schools 
and five hospitals, 
cumberland Presbyterian Church.

Religtobus Ferment in India. 

Religiously as well as ethnologically 
India presents a background for many 
conflicting tendencies and agitations. 
Dur.ng the past few years thera have 
been several attempts at a revival of 
Hinduism and also many petty contro- 
versics over minor questions, which have 
kept the masses in a state of ferment. 
On the one hand, native reformers have 
| protested publicly against the cruel treat- 
ment of widows, the ignorance of wom- 
en, the abuses in the temples, and like 
evils, These reformers, who are deé- 
nounced as “Christians in disguise,’ are 
becoming quite an important factor in 
Indian life, and recently compelled th: 
government to raise the legal age of mar- 
riage for girls from 10 to 12 ygars. The 
innovation was received at first by wild 
cries from the populace of, ‘Our religion 
is in danger!’’ but the government re- 
mained firm. On the othér hand, the 
Hindu reactionaries have raised an out- 
ery against the Moasliem and European 
practice of killing and eating the most 
sacred animal] of In¥dia, the cow, ‘“‘the 
mother of the universe.’’ Cow protection 
societies were organized, pious Hindus 
were commanded to lav aside at every 
meal a handful of rice (worth a penny) 
to aid the propagandy trayeling as- 
cetics kept up the agitation, and riots 
occurred in several places. Though all 
the “Commotion the gavernment_§ re- 
mained unmoved. Protest meetings have 
also been held in many places against 
the killing of the_apes, which have be- 
come a great pest. In this case the 
government has been more yielding to 
Hindu demands. The extravagant lau- 
dation of the philosophy of India by 
some well-known Occidentals has had 
the effect of confirming the Hindus in 
their religious prejudices, 
Presbyterian Council. 

The eighth general council of the Pres- 
byterian and Reformed churches titough- 
out the world will assemble in the city 
of Liverpool, England, on Tuesday, June 
28. The opening sermon will be preached 
bv the Rev. John Watson, D. D., of Liv- 
erpool, Principal Caven, of Toronto, 
will deliver his address as the retiring 
president. The council will be attended 
by delegates from almost every Presby- 
terian and Reformed church in the 
world. Delegates are coming from Aus- 
tralia and South Africa. Altogether, the 
council will consist of perhaps three hun- 
dred and fifty members, with many mis- 
sjonartes from the front line in heathen 
lands. Hospitable committees are at 
work arranging for the entertainment of 
delegates, or delegates Gnd their wives. 


Gift to Y. MC. A. 

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
of the University of Virginia {s to receive 
the sum of $40,000 from Mrs, W jlliam E. 
Dodge, of New York city. Tt given 
for the erection of a building that is much 
needed, and will of great assistance 
in the religious work at the university. 
The condition of the gift is that $20,000 
shall be raised as an endowment for the 
building. We understand that when the 
announcement. was made at the close of 
the meeting held at the university by 
John R. Mott, the sum of $8,000 was 
promptly subscribed by the professors 
and students. We have no doubt that 
the whole amount will be secured from 
university alumni and other friends. 
Japanese Christian Progress. 

An estimate of the progress of Chris- 
tianity in Japan, as made by a German 
missionary who has long lived in fat 
country, contains points of considerable 
interest. The actual number of Japanese 
Christians is by no means large. In 
1902 it was estimated at 129,134, of whom 
46,634 were Protestants of various de- 
nominations, 26,680 were Greek (Russian) 
Orthodox, and 55,834 were Roman Cath- 
olics. Adding to these the children not 
included in Protestant reports, the whole 
number may be reckoned at about 200,- 
000 in a population of 45,000,000. The 
rate of increase appears to be about 45 
per cent per annum, while the population 
grows at the rate of only |.5 per cent. 
We gather, however, that rearly 431} the 
Christian cnurches are really missionary 
establishments, In which the native 
‘Christians have taken, thus far, only a 
subordinate place and share fn theo dinec- 
tion of the missionary work. ‘If the cdu 
cation of the Japanese jin the arts of civ- 
ilization had been conducted [in that man. 
ner, the nation would not have sprung, 
almost within a single generation, to its 
present position of power and digzitv; 
and we have faith to believe that, when 
the propagat‘on cf the gospel shall have 
been committed in good falith to the Jap- 
anese converts themselves, the world 
again ‘ye astonished. at the spee- 
tacle of a Christian nation born as in @ 
day. Meanwhile the gains of Christian. 
ity are much greatcr than the number of 
its adherents indicates. For many of 
the n.ost prominent public men of the 
empire are Chrisllans, ard their influences 
is both wide and deep, so that the very 
language represents an absorption of 
Christian {deas which | go.ng on

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CARL WITT DAY AT SHELTERING ARMS RESTAURANT 
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By Edward Young Clarke. 

That ‘‘Sheltering Arms’ is most fittingly 
appropriate for the work that bears this 
insignia, is markedly evident upon a visit 
to thig institution. 

Seven years ago some noble women, 
workers at the Barclay mission, saw the 
demand for a sheltering home for the 
little tots whose mothers unkind fate 
had allotted should work from sunup to 
sundown, in order that bread might be 
provided for hungry mouths. No situa. 
tion is more alarming as to its effect on 
the coming generation as the fact that 
the children of mothers widowed or who 
have drunken and worthless husbands, 
are left while the mothers are at work 
during the day to rear themSelves, as it 
were, in the devil's playground, the 
streets of a city. 

But there occurs still more distressing 
and imperative demand for sheltering 
arms work than the one given above. 
Take for example the instance of two lit- 
tle children taken away from worthless 
parents by the recorder a short time ago. 
Where was he to send them? Why, to 
the Sheltering Arms, of course. No other 
place for them. They could not be sent 
to a reformatory, for they did not need 
to be reformed—but their parents. It was 
imperative, therefore, that they be sent 
to a place where they would be tender- 
ly cared for and properly schooled, 

Some years ago before the death of 
Osgood Sanders, he offered the Barclay 
mission the present site of the Shelter- 
ing Arms, provided the mission would 
erect a suitable building on the lot. The 
mission did not get into position to do 
this and .upon request of Mr. Barclay 
the Jot was given to the Sheltering 
Arms upon condition that hereafter the

Sheltering Arms should be ‘called the 
Osgood Sanders Sheltering Arms.

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Business Methods in Church Work.

The Christian ministry and all churen 
workers can learn some valuable les- 
sons from the methods used by a suc- 
cessful business firm. 

There are certain elements of success 
underlying every undertaking. ‘The neg- 
lect of these will most surely prove a 
failure. 

|. “Up-to-Date”. is a term’ which, 
though it can not always be applied 
with appropriateness to ecclesiastical 
life, is expressive in modern church work. 
To think of a man attempting to run 
a business establishment on the same 
principle, with the same methods, as 
those used by the revolutionary fathers, 
shows how ludicrous the reality would 
appear. The same is applicable to the 
ehurch. 

The church services should start punc. 
tually at the hour agreed upon. If the 
hour is out of harmony with the sea- 
son, change the hour of service. It \s a 
pleasant sensation to wait for the hour 
of service, but it is suspense, Indeea@, 
to wait for the people to arrives after 
the hour to begin. This, in our judg- 
ment, wil] apply alike to rural and citv 
churches. 

The music, too, has its modern appli- 
cation. While the old hymns are al- 
ways the most effective and refreshing, 
the time and singing should be in touch 
with the day. 

The prayers should be fervent, _ brief 
and to the point, and the sermon like-

wise. There is something reffeshing 
in such a service, becguse it is in touch 
with the spirit of the™age in which we 
live. 

To begin ten or fifteen “minutes after 
time, drag through two or three hymns, 
a twenty-minute prayer and a sermon 
of an hour will discourage any peo- 
ple. 

2. Advertising *s the spirit of the age. 
Every suctessful man advertises. Should 
not the church advertise? Some op- 
pose because they have confused the 
false with legitimate methods of adver- 
tising. You received a courteous invi- 
tation from a successful grocer, thank-

and a third, and now you are his 
customa@@ There are many men in 
community who ‘are not connect- 
ed with any church and who seldom gv 
to church, Why ndét send these writ- 
ten invitations, and send them often’ 
Why not have a committee to work with 
the psstor to invite them personally? 

The common objection made is that 
they should know they were invéaed. and 
it is the duty of every member of the 
church to invite people to enurch. 
But such objections would not be sat- 
isfactory to the grocer. This is a sug- 
gestion of the many ways of legitimate 
advertising. 

3. Give the people what they need. A 
glossy advertisement may bring the peo- 
ple; a bright color may catch the eye, 
and a sale may be made, but if the goods 
are not as represented, a gecond sale 
will hardly be made. Time -has estab- 
lished the fact that what the people 
need and want, is the earnest gospel of 
Christ. This never changes. Nothing 
will ever take its place. And modern 
church methods do not imply a new-fan. 
gled religon. 

4. The machinery of a church should 
arouse no fear. Look at the great de. 
partment stores! Too complicated, do 
you say? But they are successes, finan- 


cially. A man at the head of each de- 
partment, and every department under 
a common management, and working for 
a common end. Wherever practical, 
machinery should be found in the 
church. Because Dr. Antebellum did 
a noble work without a Sunday school, 
Or a Ladies’ Aid Society, or a young 
people's organization, is not conclusive 
evidence that we will succeed without 
these today.

Captain Brotherton was found at his 
tore one day last week. He consent- 
‘ed to sit in his famous chair while the

} ! Story of a Chair. 
, “[ have sat in this chair ever sincg 
I built this store,” he said, ‘‘and that 
was in 1879. I bought three chairs just 
like that for $40 a piece—$120. 

“T sent to New York for them. I took 
two of them home and they are there 
yet. I left one here, and here it is.” 

Captain Brotherton was asked why he 
kept his store chair upon a platform. 

“T had it put on that platform in or- 
der to let me see all over the store,” 
he replied, ‘‘to see what was going on. 
Directly after I bought that chair I 
paid $6 to have it put on that platform. 
The chairs at home are just like they 
were when I bought them, but once I 
had this one done over. That cost me 
613.’’ 

Captain Brotherton remembers about 
his old arm chair because it 1s just like 
an old friend to him. There is cer- 
tainly not another suck chair in Atlanta, 
and it is doubtfu] if there is another like 
it in the world. It is about 3 feet wide 
and 2 feet deep, with broad arms and 
p high back. It is covered with red 
leather and is plentifully supplied in 
proper places with brass tacks, whose 
bright heads have been highly polished 
by constant rubbing against the clothes 
of him who sits in it. The chair is 
about as comfortable as chairs become 
and its reputation for endurance has long 
since ceaked to be a matter of doubt. 
If that chair could talk, like the ghost 
in Hamlet, it ‘‘could a tale unfold.’’ 

The old chair has been through two 
years of council troubles and has heard 
the inside history of police board poli- 
tics for twenty years. 

It is at this point that it is necessary 
to leave behind the authorized state- 
ments of Captain Brotherton and tell 
the story without his aid. ‘‘Your Uncle 
Billy Brotherton” will talk of his store, 
of his business, of his life, of his chair, 
and of anything else, but when he is 
urged to furnish facts about the poli- 
tics of Atlanta he always smiles, some- 
times pulls just a little at nis iong, flow- 
ing beard, twists a little—a very fre- 
quent gesture—folds his hands and says: 

“IT have never been in politics—nfuch.”’ 

When he said that to his interviewer 
several days ago Police Sergeant Frank 
Whitley, who was an attentive listener 
to what was being said, guffawed up- 
roariously and repeated ‘‘Much!”’ while 
several policemen who had dropped in 
to. pass the time of day giggled softly. 

His Political Career. 

The political career of Captain Brother- 
ton began about thirty-six years ago 
when he announced for council and was 
elected to serve during the year 1869. 
Captain Evan P. Howell. who is now 
the mayor of Atlanta and on the board 
of police commissioners with Captain 
Brotherton, wags also a member of the 
council of 1869. At that time Captain 
Brotherton was barely thirty vears of 
age, but even when he wore his political 
swaddling clothes he is said to have 
evinced qualities that have since made 
him a political power in Atlanta. He 
was in council again in 1873 and then 
did not hold office again until 1882, 
when he “became a councilman, serving 
_ under Captain James W. English. who 
; Was then mayor of Atlanta. By that 
' time the term of office for councflmen 
| had been lengthened to two “years, and

he consequently served during 1883 as

He Retires from Business After Thirty-nine Years’ Active Work, but Remains in Politics “To Give the 


_Boys a Little Fun.”’ 
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ers toxwork and vote for it and personally 
insisted upon its adoption. He won the 
fight and the Australian ballot system in 
the modified form that is now used here 
is exactly as Captain Brotherton ordered 
that it should be eight or ten years ago. 

The system is now accepted by every 
one as excellent and the former haphaz- 
ard method of voting will in all proba- 
bility never again be used. 

Ever since he first entered politics Cap- 
Brotherton has been a member of 
either the city or the county executive 
committee and usually he manages to be 
the star member, of both of them, He 
is at present a member of both com- 
mititees, : 

It is a rather remarkable fact that so 
many persons know little of a man 
who has the prominence that has been at- 
tained by Captain Brotherton. His father, 
Levi. Brotherton, long since deceased, 
moved to Dalton, Ga., when young W. H. 
Brotherton had reached the kite-flying, 
marble-playing, devilment-doing, freckled- 
faced age of 9 years. In Dalton the po- 
litical leader was reared and educated. 
While still a young lad he engaged him- 
self as a clerk,to C. B. Welborn, now 
deceased. : 

“The best merchant I have ever 
known,’ states Captain Brotherton of hig 
former and only employer. 

At the age of 19 he left the employ of 
Mr. Welborn and went into business for 
himself at Tilton, near Dalton. That 
was back in 1858. Shortly afterwards 
he married Miss Paralee Williams, of 
Dalton. When the war began he prac- 
tically abandoned his business and join- 
ed the confederate army. 

After the surrender he came to 
lanta to make his second start. 
did not return to Dalton at all. 

On the corner of Whitehall and Mitcheij 
streets at that time, on the exact site that 
is oceupled now by the store of Captain 
Brotherton, was lJocated the firm of Win- 
ter & Perryman, which dealt in dry goods 
and genera] merchandise. Nearly all the 
ruildings of Atlanta had been destroyed 
by Sherman’s army. Buildings were 
scarce and rents were excessively high, 
Captain Brotherton sought a house in 
which to locate a store. He failed. He 
then agreed to pay $270 a month rent 
for tthe store of Winter & Perryman— 
it was just half the width of his pres- 
ent store—if the firm would Sell gut to 
The trade was closed at Once. 

“Tt remember very distinctly,” said Cap. 
tain Brotherton, ‘‘that in that $750 stock 
there was $225 worth of pen points.” 

‘‘Pen points,’ exclaimed the inter- 
viewer. 

“Writing pen points 
geant Whitley. 

‘Yes, sir, pen points,’’ repeated Cap- 
tain Brotherton. ‘I never knew what 
they were doing with so many pen points. 
I don't know what became of then. 
I carried them in stock a long while.’’ 

It was a dry goods business that Cap- 
-tain Brotherton started back in 1865— 
that has been thirty-nine years ago—and 
it is still a dry goods busness that hv 
conducts on the same corner. 

About seven years after he had pur- 
chased the stock of Winter & Perry- 
man the Site of the present store Was 
sold at auction. A very, very modest 
brick structure wags upon it at that time. 
Captain Brotherton wanted the place. 

“Tt remember just like it was yester- 
day” he said, “how the auction sale went, 
Posey Kiser, who is dead now, was 
bidding against me. His final bid was 
$18,175. I concluded tthat if the place was 
worth that to him. as an investment it 
was worth it to me to have a store on, 
so 1 bid just $25 more, making it $18,200. 

“It was sold to me for that amount.”’ 

The gtore that is now used by Captain 
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Brotherton was built by him in 1879. 

“I tore down the old store,” he sald, 
‘and sold the material in ft for $200. I! 
then built this according to my Own no- 
tions and I have been here ever since.” 

Captain Brotherton does not feel that he 
is old, but he has the means and the in- 
clination to rest during the remainder 
of his life and nothing can stop him. 

“My age is not a secret,’’ he replied to 
a querry. “TI am 65 years of age, and 
I think it is time for me to rest. 


Thirty-nine Years of Work. 

“For the past ‘thirty-nine years I have 
been coming to this store every day of 
my life at 6 o’clock in the morning. My 
breqkfast Is sent here to me. On Satur- 
dayg§ all three of my meals are Sent here. 
I always stay until the store closes at 
night. 

“T think T am entitled to a rest 
all these years. 

“Some folks.’ he continued, “have an 
ambition to be big rich. I have no guch 
ambition. I have made enough money— 
all that one man ought to make. J] want 
to leave some for other folks to earn.” 

Captain Brotherton was asked how he 
intended resting. 

“IT am going to buy me an orange grove 
down in Florida,’ he replied. ‘“T shail 
spend my winters there. [ am also going 
to buy me a home in the mountains and 
I shall spend the summers there. 

“Tl am going to sell my stock of goods 
right away. If I find the stock is not 
going fast enough 1 will hold an auction 
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and get rid of it tnat way. It is my in- 
tention to retire at once from business.” 
“Will you retire also from the police 
board?’ he was asked. 
“Oh, no; no, indeed,”’ he replied.

The collection comprises 
Payne’s literary remains, and includes 
his letter books, his journals, the origi- 
nal manuscripts of his unpublished ‘‘His- 
tory of the Cherokee Indians.” his ‘“‘His- 
tory of Tunis,’’ and the tragedy of ‘“‘Rom- 
ulus,’”” which he wrote for Forrest, and 
which the latter accepted, but which the 
author took away for certain recom. 
mended changes which he never made. 
The whole collection was purchased at 
the gale of Payne's effects at Tunis after 
his death, by his successSor at the United 
States consulate, William Penn Chandler, 
from whosé possession they twice passed. 
Stan V. Henkels is now preparing the 
lot for a Sale at Davis & Harvey’s, to 
take place some time during the coming 
spring. 

While dates are generally missing, the 
letters appear to have been written be- 
tween early in May and July 30, 1825. 
They tell the love of Payne for the 
beautiful woman who stood loyal to her 
famous husband’s memory, but Who was 
attracted by the genius and perhaps by 
the fine presence of Washington Irving. 
Payne paid her court, and, finding his 
Bult vain, pleaded the cause of his rival, 
all unknown to the latter, until Payne 
sent him the collection of letters. Irving. 
too, had had his disappointment; he had 
in vain loved the lovely Rebecca Gratz, 
and felt his position too keenly to have 
thoughts of another. ; 

Payne;s Lonely. Life Abroad. 

Payne, at the time of these letters, was 
34 years old. He had made a success, 
as the boy actor, on the American and 
London stages; he had produced a dozen 
plays, among them “Brutus,” the best 
tragedy on the subject that had been 
written, and had written the immortal! 
songs, ‘“‘Home, Sweet Home.” 

Most of the letters were written while 
Payne was living at 29 Arundel street, 
Strand, London. He was making a pre- 
carious fiving at hack writing. Once 
heralded as the ‘“‘American Roscius,”’ as 
he passed from youth to manhood, he lost 
the grace so eSsential to the successful 
author. He was a precocious boy, hav- 
ing written his first play, ‘‘Julia,” at the 
age of 15. While he was 4ppearing as a 
“‘star’’ in the theaters of two continents,

he was busy writing and adapting trage- 
dies, comedies, farces and operas, and 
when he found he had run his course as 
a@ player, he naturally looked upon dra- 
matic writing as a méans of support. 
Payne first went to London in 1813, 
during the time when this country and 
England were at war, and he was an- 
Nounced for “Young Norval’ simply as 
“a young gentleman, being his first ap- 
pearance in London.’ As an actor his 
repertoires included twenty-two of the 
greatest leading parts in plays then in 
vogue. He was a great friend of the 
Lambs, and was Mary Lamb's only male 
escort in Paris. It is more than likely 
that he first met Mrs. Shelley at the 
Lambs’, where they both wesited. Payne 
wags’'a many-sided genius, but lacked the 
genius of success. His was a more or 
less lonely life, although he had many 
acquaintances among people of station. 
But more than half of his life was pass- 
ed abroad, and, knowing that, the refer- 
ence to his exile in his poem, ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home,’’ becomes more pathetic, He 
wrote a volume of poems while still a 
boy,.and during his life produced no 
fewer than sixty-five dramatic pieces of 
various kinds. Of his mass of literary 
endeavor only the song ‘Home, Sweet 
Home,”’ remains, although his ‘Brutus’ 
long held a prominent position on the 
stage. 


Mrs. Shelley Loving Irving. 

His intended journey to Paris, men- 
tioned in his last letter, was made, and 
While in the French capital, where he 
met Washington Irving, he wrote his 
tragedy, ‘‘Richelieu,’’ which should not 
be confused with Bulwer Lytton’s play 
of the same name. 

While Payne’s life was one of dark- 
ness, Mrs. Shelley’s was also tinged with 
€adness. Her short marriage life was 
brought to a close’ by the accidental 
drowning of her husband, a poet whose 
works are among the greatest of the 
nineteenth centurqy. It was due to his 
encouragement that his wife wrote 
‘Frankenstein,’ her first effort at litera- 
ture,- which was immediately successful. 

She was the daughter of William God- 
win, known as the author of ‘Political 
Justice,’’ several novels and a play that 
was ‘‘damned.’’ Her mother was the 
beautiful Mary Wollstonecraft, one of the 
first of the ‘woman suffragists,’’ whose 
life was a strange romance. At the time 
of the letters Mrs. Shelley was 27 vears 
old, and found herself in the position of 
loving Washington Irving and at the 
same time reverencing the memory of 
her famous husband. She felt a regard 
for Payne, too, and desired him to con- 
tinue as a friend, although she made it 
plain, as delicately as possible, that she 
could never be anything more. 

The letters in the collection, as they 
mark the rise, progress and decline of 
his love affairs, Payne kept together in 


a roughly sewed blank book.—Boston 
fierald.

Ghosts and Plagiarists. 
(B. Marriott Watson in London Mail.)

To judge from the pages of the “Aue ! 


thor,” the modern survival of the lit- 
erary “‘ghost’’ seems to be established. 
And the practice appears to be defended 
on grounds which are at once frank 
and amazing. The popular author who 
employs ‘“‘ghosts’ is face to face with 
appalling alternatives. He must either 
refuse to work or skimp work! What 
is he to do? One might without Dias 
suggest that he should refuse work. 
Certainly, either alternative seems more 
moral than the use of a “ghost.’’ 

The association of two writers formal- 
ly and openly, in whatever relation is, 
of course, a legitimate matter. Nor 
ean any objection be raised if One man 
chooses to give another man a plot. 
This. if not a common practice, is not 
unknown. The secrets of the author's 
study may not be laid bare without haz- 
ards, but it is pretty certain that in the 
collaboration of Besant and Rice the lat- 
ter Was mainly concerned with the 
rought draft of the plots. Sir Walter 
Besant once led us to believe he would 
reveal the degree of collaboration that 
had existed, but, alas! he contented him- 
self with generously attributing all that 
was good in the novels-to Rice. 

I have known more than One novelist 
of repute to buy plots, ‘and in one case 
at least this collaboration was acknowl- 
edged on the title page. This is a very 
different matter from the use of a 
“shost,’’ which is wholly indefensible. If 
the ‘“‘ghost’s’’ work is inferior to the re- 
puted author's, the public is cheated; if 
it is superior, the “ghost’’ himself Is 
cheated in being thus sweated. But this 
is a base commercial side of the profes- 
sion of letters which has no relation to 
art and is not tempting to pursue, 

If, however, you are going to appro- 
priate another's work let the transaction 
get what honesty it may by paying him 
for it. To ruffle it in borrowed feathers 
is the last weakness of ignoble minds. 
The idea has been used many times in 
fiction; and one recalls Mr. Anstey’s 
“The Gian’t Robe,’’ which somehow did 
not quite impress itself. Plagiarism is 
a disreputable offense, but it is alSo a 
charge that is. recklessly made. Of 
course ,there is always the plea that 
Shakespeare plagiarized: He was an in- 
corrigible offender. Or was it Bacon? 


At any rate, Shakespeare plagiarized 


heavily from Marlowe, from which it 
seems justly clear that Bacon wrote Mar- 
lowe.
